Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale 

1.  This  i>  .1  public  auction  and  mail-bid  sale  held  by  Heritage  Numismatic  Auctions,  Inc.,  a  licensed  and  bonded  auctioneer  (the  “Auctioneer").  Although  the  Auc¬ 
tioneer  mav  not  withdraw  any  lot  after  a  call  for  bids  has  been  made  with  respect  to  that  lot,  the  consignor  of  the  property  included  in  the  lot  may  bid  on 
and  purchase  the  lot  at  the  auction  sale  for  his  own  account.  Notice  of  the  consignor’s  liberty  to  bid  is  hereby  made  in  accordance  with  Article  2  of  the  Texas 
Uniform  Commercial  Code.  The  purchase  of  a  lot  by  consignors  bid  shall  obligate  such  consignor  to  pay  a  fee  to  the  auctioneer. 

2.  The  highest  bidder  acknowledged  by  the  Auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer.  In  the  event  of  any  dispute  between  bidders,  the  Auctioneer  may  at  his  sole  discretion  im¬ 
mediately  put  the  lot  up  for  sale  again.  The  Auctioneer’s  decision  shall  be  final  and  binding  upon  all  bidders. 

3.  A  buyer’s  premium  equal  to  10%  of  the  successful  bid  price  will  be  added  to  each  invoice,  unless  the  purchase  is  made  by  a  consignor’s  bid  on  the  consignor’s  prop¬ 
erty  in  which  case  a  separate  fee  may  be  added.  The  premium  and  the  fee  are  payable  by  the  buyer  as  part  of  the  total  purchase  price. 

4  All  bids  are  to  be  per  lot  as  numbered  in  this  catalog,  and  no  lots  will  be  broken.  The  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  group  two  or  more  lots  together  and  to  with¬ 
draw,  prior  to  a  call  for  bids,  any  lot  or  lots  from  the  sale.  Bids  will  be  accepted  in  whole  dollar  amounts  only. 

5.  All  sales  are  strictly  for  cash  in  United  States  dollars  (no  credit  cards  accepted)  and  are  due  and  payable  immediately  upon  receipt  of  the  auction  invoice  or  if  pay¬ 
ment  is  to  be  made  at  the  auction  sale,  simultaneously  with  receipt  of  the  coins.  The  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  void  a  sale  if  payment  in  full  of  the  in¬ 
voice  is  not  received  by  the  Auctioneer  within  1 5  days  after  the  date  of  the  invoice.  Lots  delivered  in  the  State  ofTexas  are  subject  to  all  applicable  state  and 
local  taxes,  unless  appropriate  permits  are  on  file  with  us.  Shipping,  handling,  and  insurance  charges  will  be  added  to  invoices  for  lots  delivered  by  mail.  Overseas 
buyers  must  furnish  their  own  insurance  during  shipment. 

6.  It  the  auction  invoice(s)  submitted  by  the  Auctioneer  is  not  paid  in  full  when  due,  the  unpaid  balance  will  bear  interest  at  the  highest  rate  permitted  by  law  until 
paid,  and  if  the  Auctioneer  refers  the  invoice(s)  to  an  attorney  for  collection,  the  buyer  agrees  to  pay  attorney’s  fees,  court  costs,  and  other  collection  costs  in¬ 
curred  by  the  Auctioneer,  including  reimbursement  for  the  time  spent  by  attorneys  employed  by  Auctioneer  or  its  affiliates  in  the  collection  of  the  debt,  at  a  rate 
comparable  to  the  hourly  rate  of  independent  attorneys.  The  courts  of  Dallas  County,  Texas,  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  and  venue  over  any  suit  initiated  by 
the  Auctioneer  to  collect  delinquent  invoice(s),  and  all  bidders  consent  to  in  personam  jurisdiction  of  the  courts  of  the  State  ofTexas. 

7.  Mail  bidders  who  have  not  previously  established  credit  must  furnish  satisfactory  references  well  in  advance  of  the  sale  date,  or  send  a  deposit  of  25%  of  their  bids 
which  is  applicable  to  purchases.  Any  portion  of  such  deposit  not  used  will  be  promptly  refunded  after  the  sale. 

8.  All  bidders  who  have  mailing  addresses  outside  the  United  States  of  America,  the  Territories  of  the  USA,  Canada  or  Mexico,  or  have  addresses  through  the  U.  S. 
Military,  must  deposit  with  the  Auctioneer  25%  of  the  total  amount  bid  in  United  States  dollars.  Any  portion  of  such  deposit  not  used  will  be  promptly  refunded 
after  the  sale.  Also,  persons  who  have  APO  or  FPO  box  numbers  must  deposit  25%. 

9.  The  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  require  payment  in  full  before  delivery  of  the  merchandise  to  the  buyer.  Bidder  personally  guarantees  payment  of  all  suc¬ 
cessful  bids,  and  if  a  corporation,  an  officer  or  principal  in  the  corporation  agrees  to  personally  guarantee  such  payment.  Title  shall  not  pass  to  the  successful 
bidder  until  all  invoices  are  paid  in  full.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  buyer  to  provide  adequate  insurance  coverage  for  the  coins  once  they  are  in  his  possession. 
Risk  of  loss  shall  be  borne  by  the  buyer  following  shipment  of  the  coins. 

10.  The  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  refuse  to  honor  any  bid  or  to  limit  the  amount  of  any  bid  which,  in  his  opinion,  is  not  submitted  in  “Good  Faith”,  or,  as  the 
case  dictates,  is  not  supported  by  satisfactory  credit  references,  as  the  Auctioneer  in  its  sole  discretion  shall  determine.  A  bid  is  considered  not  made  in  “Good 
Faith"  when  it  is  made  by  an  insolvent  or  irresponsible  person  or  a  person  under  the  age  of  eighteen.  Regardless  of  the  disclosure  of  his  identity,  any  bid  by  a  con¬ 
signor  or  his  agent  is  deemed  to  be  made  in  “Good  Faith.”  In  the  event  a  successful  bidder  fails  to  pay  all  amounts  due,  the  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  resell 
the  merchandise  and  the  buyer  agrees  to  pay  for  the  reasonable  cost  of  such  a  sale,  including  a  10%  seller’s  commission,  and  also  to  pay  any  difference  between 
the  resale  price  and  the  price  of  his  previously  successful  bid. 

1 1  The  Auctioneer  shall  have  a  lien  against  the  merchandise  purchased  by  the  buyer  and  any  other  property  of  the  buyer  then  held  by  the  Auctioneer  to  se¬ 
cure  payment  of  the  auction  invoice(s)  and  any  other  amounts  due  the  Auctioneer  from  the  buyer,  with  respect  to  which  the  Auctioneer  shall  have  all  the 
rights  of  a  secured  credit  under  Article  9  of  the  Texas  Uniform  Commercial  Code.  In  addition,  with  respect  to  payment  of  the  auction  invoice(s),  the  buyer 
waives  any  and  all  rights  of  offset  he  might  otherwise  have  against  the  Auctioneer  and  the  consignor  of  the  merchandise  included  on  the  invoice. 

12  The  Auctioneer  shall  have  the  right  to  offset  the  unpaid  amount  of  any  auction  invoice(s)  against  any  amount  then  due  to  the  buyer  by  the  Auctioneer  or 
affiliates  of  the  Auctioneer. 

13.  No  buy  or  unlimited  bids  will  be  accepted.  Mail/FAX  bidders  will  be  awarded  lots  at  approximately  a  5-10%  advance  over  the  second  highest  bid.  No  additional 
commission  (except  for  the  buyer’s  premium)  is  charged  for  executing  mail  or  FAX  bids. 

14  The  Auctioneer  cannot  be  responsible  for  your  errors  in  bidding,  so  check  your  bid  sheet  carefully.  When  identical  mail  or  FAX  bids  are  submitted,  preference  is 
given  to  the  first  received.  If  a  mail/FAX  bidder  and  a  floor  bidder  have  called  identical  bids,  the  decision  of  the  Auctioneer  and  declaration  of  the  winning  bid¬ 
der  is  final.  The  Auctioneer  is  not  responsible  for  executing  mail  bids  received  on  or  after  the  day  the  first  lot  is  sold,  nor  is  the  Auctioneer  responsible  for 
proper  execution  of  bids  submitted  by  telephone,  nor  mail  bids  submitted  in  person  once  the  auction  begins.  To  insure  the  greatest  accuracy,  your  bids  should  be 
entered  on  the  standard  bid  sheet  form  and  be  received  at  the  Auctioneer's  place  of  business  at  least  two  business  days  in  advance  of  the  sale  date.

Due  to  changing  grading  standards  over  tune  and  to  possible  mishandling  of  coins  by  subsequent  owners,  the  Auctioneer  reserves  ihe  right  n  grade  iri  Jil 
ferently  than  shown  on  certificates  from  any  grading  service  that  accompanies  the  coins.  For  the  same  reason  as  stated  above,  the  Auct  ioneer  reserves  the  right  to 
grade  coins  differently  than  the  grades  shown  in  the  catalog  should  such  coins  be  reconsigned  to  any  future  auction. 


No  lots  may  be  returned  without  a  written  request  by  the  successful  bidder  and  the  written  approval  of  the  Auctioneer.  In  the  unlikely  event  of  returning  a  lot, 
the  mail  bidder  must  notify  Bryan  Renfro  in  writing  of  the  bidder’s  intent,  and  such  notice  must  he  mailed  within  three  (3)  days  of  the  mail  bidder  '  receipt  of  tf  ■ 
lot.  Any  lot  that  is  to  be  returned  (for  any  reason  other  than  authenticity)  must  be  received  in  our  offices  within  30  days  from  the  date  of  sale  AFTER  THAT 
30  DAY  PERIOD,  NO  LOTS  MAY  BE  RETURNED  FOR  REASONS  OTHER  THAN  LACK  OF  AUTHENTICITY.  No  Certified  Coins  maybe  re¬ 
turned  because  of  possible  differences  of  opinion  with  respect  to  the  grade  offered  by  any  third-party  organization,  dealer,  or  service.  Then  ire  absolutely  n 
exceptions  to  this  policy.  Lots  returned  must  be  housed  intact  in  the  original  holder.  No  lots  purchased  by  floor  bidders  may  be  returned  (including  those  bidder- 
acting  as  agents  for  others).  Late  remittance  for  purchases  may  be  considered  just  cause  to  revoke  all  return  privileges. 


17.  Some  of  the  coins  in  this  sale  may  have  been  graded  by  the  Numismatic  Certification  Institute  (NCI,  an  affiliate  of  the  Auctioneer). 


The  grading  standards  reflected  in  the  Coin  Dealer  Newsletter  (CDN)  are  stricter  than  NCI’s  and,  accordingly,  CDN  prices  in  general  significantly 
overstate  the  wholesale  value  of  NCI  graded  coins.  The  Certified  Coin  Dealer  Newsletter  (CCDN),P.O.  Box  11099,  Torrance,  CA  90510  is  a  better 
wholesale  reference  for  NCI  certified  coins  than  the  CDN. 

Although  consensus  grading  is  employed  by  most  grading  servies,  it  should  be  noted  as  a  foresaid  that  grading  is  not  an  exact  science.  In  fact,  it  is  entirely 
possible  that  if  a  coin  was  broken  out  of  a  plastic  holder  and  was  resubmitted  to  another  grading  service  or  even  the  same  servie,  the  coin  could  come  back  a 
different  grade. 


Certification  does  not  guarantee  protection  against  the  normal  risks  associated  with  potentially  volatile  markets. 

The  degree  of  liquidity  for  certified  coins  will  vary  according  to  general  market  conditions  and  the  particular  coin  involved.  For  some  coins  there  may  be  no 
active  market  at  all  at  certain  points  in  time.

1  1652  Pine  Tree  Shilling  VERY  GOOD  (  8/  8).  Slightly  Bent.  Noe  8, 
Crosby  lb-D.  41-66  grains.  A  large  planchet  variety  that  has  been 
cut  down  to  resemble  a  small  planchet  coin.  The  beads  on  each  side 
are  complete  and  the  design  details  are  worn  but  legible.  Bent  and 
apparently  carried  as  a  "witch  piece",  then  later  straightened.  Me¬ 
dium  gray  color  with  a  few  thin  scratches  on  the  obverse. 

2  1652  Oak  Tree  Threepence  VERY  FINE  (20/20).  Minor  Clipping. 
Crosby  6-c.  15.42  grains.  The  clipping  does  not  materially  affect  the 
design,  but  has  rendered  the  coin  oddly  shaped.  Although  the 
planchet  is  buckled  we  are  not  certain  that  the  piece  has  been  bent 
and  restraightened.  Medium  gray  color  with  no  serious  marks  and 
strong  central  details. 


1659  Lord  Baltimore  Shilling 


3  (1659)  Lord  Baltimore  Shilling.  VE  30.  70.20  grains  A  strongly 

struck  piece  that  shows  little  of  the  usual  weakness  at  the  top  of  the 
hair.  Well  centered  with  approximately  half  the  denticles  complete 
on  each  side.  The  surfaces  are  clean,  without  any  noticeable  or 
mentionable  digs,  scratches,  or  other  defects.  On  the  reverse  there 
are  traces  of  the  denticles  of  another  coin.  We  are  not  certain  what 
the  undertype  is,  but  it  occurs  at  the  same  location  on  this  coin  as 
did  a  similar  undertype  on  the  Roper  coin  (hut  this  is  definitely  not 
the  Roper  shilling).  Each  side  has  a  light  gray -olive  patina,  a  bit 
heavier  on  the  reverse.  A  splendid  example  ot  this  rare,  early  Colo¬ 
nial  issue,  (photo) 


Colonials  (cont'd) 

4  (1681)  Saint  Patrick  Farthing.  Fine  12.  Copper.  81.00  grains.  Me¬ 

dium  brown  color  with  darker  areas  around  the  edges.  The  brass 
splasher  is  readily  apparent  in  the  crown.  There  is  a  deep  mark  in  the 
obverse  field  above  the  harp  that  appears  to  be  from  the  coin  having 
been  struck  forcefully  with  a  heavy  object  around  the  time  of  issue. 
This  blow  apparently  put  a  slight  dent  in  the  center  and  has  caused 
the  reverse  to  wear  more  readily  than  the  obverse. 


Mint  State  Rosa  Americana  Twopence 


5  ( 1722)  Mint  State  Undated  Rosa  Americana  Twopence.  MS  60. 

Brown  with  a  few  small  surface  pits.  Nelson  3.  240.86  grains.  This  is 
the  regular  issue,  undated,  with  UTILE  DULC1  on  a  scroll  beneath 
the  seeded  rose.  All  features  are  fully  brought  up  with  full  hair  and 
seed  detail.  Well  centered  with  complete  denticles  on  each  side,  hut 
just  slightly  out  of  register  on  the  reverse.  There  are  a  number  of  small 
planchet  flakes  out  of  each  side.  Someone  has  attempted  to  smooth 
over  several  of  them  on  the  reverse.  This  sounds  worse  than  it 
actually  is,  but  without  these  minor  problems  the  coin  would  surely 
grade  much  higher.  Purchased  by  the  consignor  from  Catherine 
Bullowajune  22,  1958.  (photo) 


6  1722  Hibernia  Halfpenny.  MS  63  Brown.  Nelson-3.  109.70  grains. 
10  harpstrings.  Considered  by  Nelson  to  be  a  pattern,  this  lovely 
piece  certainly  makes  a  convincing  argument  for  that  statement.  The 
Nelson-3  variety  can  he  considered  as  a  distinctly  different  type  as 
the  harp  faces  the  viewer’s  left,  unlike  any  other  coins  in  the  series. 
The  strike  is  a  bit  off-center  and  lacks  full  central  detailing,  but  the 
fields  are  smooth  with  a  slight  reflectiveness.  Medium  brown  with 
no  darker  areas,  the  devices  are  outlined  with  a  pale  blue.  A  most 
attractive  example  of  this  scarce  and  underappreciated  issue,  (photo) 

7  1723  Hibernia  Farthing.  EF  45.  Nelson  7.  51.38  grains.  Eleven 
Harpstrings.  A  choice,  glossy  brown  coin  whose  only  detractions  are 
two  small  planchet  laminations  out  of  the  center  of  the  reverse.  Well 
struck. 

8  1723/2  Hibernia  Halfpenny.  VF-20.  Copper.  Nelson-5.  117.26 
grains.  The  variety  with  a  period  before  HIBERNIA,  and  showing  a 
die  crack  through  the  tops  of  HIBE.  A  pleasing  example  with  mottled 
medium  and  darker  brown  on  both  sides  with  a  bit  of  striking 
weakness  in  the  centers  as  is  usually  the  case  on  these  coins. 

9  1723/2  Hibernia  Halfpenny.  EF  40.  Nelson  8.  108.31  grains.  Eleven 
Harpstrings,  Period  Before  Hibernia.  Struck  on  a  well  centered 
planchet  that  appears  to  be  free  from  laminations  or  other  mintmade 
imperfections.  A  trifle  weak  in  the  center  of  the  reverse  as  usual. 

10  1723  Hibernia  Halfpenny.  EF  40.  Nelson  8.  127.29  grains.  12  Harp¬ 
strings.  Bright,  glossy  surfaces  with  a  few  field  marks  and  small 
scratches— none  affecting  the  central  devices  other  than  a  small 
scratch  across  the  harpstrings.  Each  side  has  darker  mottled  color. 

1  1  1723  Rosa  Americana  Penny.  VF  35.  Nelson  16.  12 1.27  grains.  Softly 

struck  in  the  center  of  the  obverse  as  usual,  but  barely  noticeable 
because  of  the  even  wear  seen  overall.  The  planchet  is  slightly  porous 
and  the  coin  is  a  chestnut  brown  with  tan  highlights. 


12  1760  Voce  Populi  Farthing.  EF  45.  Nelson  1.  Large  Letters.  46.44 

grains.  Farthings  are  many  times  rarer  than  the  usually  seen  halfpen¬ 
nies,  and  when  found  they  usually  are  either  weakly  struck  or  heavily 
worn.  This  piece  was  struck  off-center  with  not  quite  half  the 
denticles  showing  on  the  obverse.  The  planchet  is  a  warm,  glossy 
brown  and  shows  little  porosity,  and  very  few  abrasions.  The  design 
is  well  struck  overall  with  only  a  bit  of  central  weakness  on  the 
reverse.  Of  special  interest  are  the  appearance  of  several  partial 
letters  on  the  obverse  from  an  overstriking  of  another  coin.  We  are 
unable  to  determine  what  the  undertype  is  but  with  enough  persist¬ 
ence  it  may  be  possible  to  figure  out.  Ex:  Virgil  Brand  Collection  and 
purchased  by  the  consignor  from  Catherine  Bullowa  1/28/58,  pre¬ 
sumably  in  a  Coinhunter  auction,  (photo) 


13  1760  Voce  Populi  Halfpenny.  VF  25.  Nelson  4-  97.36  grains.  Attrib¬ 
utable  by  the  cross  after  VOCE.  On  this  variety  the  obverse  die  was 
considerably  smaller  than  the  reverse  die.  As  a  result,  much  of  the 
reverse  peripheral  details  are  lost  on  all  specimens  of  this  variety. 
However,  this  coin  was  struck  on  a  smaller,  lighter  weight  planchet 
and  very  little  of  even  the  obverse  denticulation  is  present.  Medium 
brown  color  with  numerous  planchet  flakes  visible  in  the  obverse 
fields.  Still,  a  presentable  example  of  this  interesting  variety. 

14  1760  Voce  Populi  Halfpenny.  EF  40.  Nelson  8.  1 13.25  grains.  A  rare 
variety  with  a  smaller  head  than  on  most  other  varieties.  It  is 
estimated  that  perhaps  as  few  as  two  dozen  coins  exist  of  this  variety. 
This  coin  has  been  off  the  market  for  over  thirty  years  and  has  most 
likely  been  forgotten  when  specialists  have  counted  surviving  speci¬ 
mens.  Struck  slightly  off-center,  the  obverse  only  lacks  a  fourth  of 
the  denticles.  Softly  struck  in  the  centers  as  usual  for  the  variety.  This 
piece  has  peculiar  streaks  of  porosity  in  the  centers  that  we  do  not 
recall  having  seen  on  other  coins  of  this  era,  and  seem  to  somehow 
be  related  to  inadequate  striking  pressure.  This  piece  is  heavy  for  the 
variety.  The  Picker  coin  only  weighed  94- 1  grains  and  Roper's  was 
81.3  grains.  Medium  to  dark  brown  color  and  clean  surfaces  except 
for  the  presence  of  two  small  blobs  of  PVC  on  the  reverse  that  have 
leached  out  the  2x2  in  which  the  coin  resided  for  so  many  years. 

15  1760  Voce  Populi  Halfpenny.  VF  30.  Nelson  10.  137.01  grains. 
Another  scarce  variety.  The  devices  on  each  side  are  noticeably 
cruder  in  design  than  on  previous  varieties.  The  flan  was  slightly 
undersized  resulting  in  the  loss  of  denticulation  on  both  sides.  Dark 
and  quite  porous,  but  showing  little  evidence  of  post-striking  impair¬ 
ments. 

16  1760  Voce  Populi  Halfpenny.  EF  40.  Nelson  12.  151.98  grains.  As  a 
variety  the  N-12  is  identical  to  the  N-10  above  except  for  the 
addition  of  the  letter  P  in  the  right  obverse  field.  This  is  the  only 
such  variety  and  for  many  years  the  N-12  coins  have  been  collected 
as  separate  types.  This  coin  has  a  few  minor  problems:  Well  centered 
on  the  obverse,  on  the  reverse  the  tops  of  RNIA  are  missing.  The 
planchet  shows  considerable  porosity  and  there  are  several  ancient 
scratches  in  the  obverse  fields.  Colored  an  even  dark  brown  on  both 
sides  with  lighter  highlights  on  the  devices. 

17  1760  Voce  Populi  Halfpenny.  MS  60  Brown.  Nelson  1 3,  "P"  below 
bust.  1 1 7.26  grains.  A  most  attractive  Voce  with  bright  glossy  brown 
luster  and  faint  underlying  iridescence.  The  strike  is  full  and  the  coin 
is  generally  well  centered.  Struck  from  a  broken  reverse  die,  there 
are  heavy  die  cracks  through  the  head  and  from  the  hand  through 
the  harp.  Struck  on  an  irregularly  shaped  flan  as  was  the  Roper  coin. 
An  exceptionally  pleasing  coin  that  is  no  doubt  well  up  in  the 
condition  census  for  the  variety. 


Colonials  (cont’d) 

18  1773  Virginia  Halfpenny.  Fine  12,  Period  after  GEORGIVS,  eight 
harpstrings.  121.27  grains.  There  is  evidence  of  light  corrosion  in  the 
fields  and  the  coin  is  heavily  worn  hut  the  shield  detail  is  complete. 
Dark  brown  with  lighter  color  on  the  devices.  There  is  a  heavy  rim 
ding  at  1  o’clock  on  the  reverse. 

19  1773  Virginia  Halfpenny.  MS  60  Red  and  Brown.  Period  after 
GEORGIVS.  Exceptionally  pleasing  color  that  is  almost  fully  mint 
red  with  only  slight  mellowing.  The  obverse  is  very  choice,  but  there 
is  an  area  of  roughness  below  the  RG  of  V1RGI  on  the  reverse  and 
several  small  pm  scratches  to  the  left  of  the  V.  Ex:  1990  ANA 
(Heritage  8/90),  lot  12.  (photo) 

20  1773  Virginia  Halfpenny.  MS  60  Red  and  Brown.  No  period  after 
GEORGIVS,  eight  harpstrings.  1 16.65  grains.  A  choice  uncirculated 
coin  with  significant  areas  of  red  luster  remaining  within  the  devices. 
Contrasted  against  the  red  and  brown  is  a  darker  mottled  area  on 
each  side. 

21  1773  Virginia  Halfpenny.  MS  63  Red  and  Brown.  Period  after 
GEORGIVS,  seven  harpstrings.  114.79  grains.  A  lovely  halfpenny 
with  minor  red  luster  around  the  devices  on  the  obverse,  but  as  much 
as  70%  of  the  red  color  remaining  on  the  reverse.  A  very  pleasing 
coin  and  the  nicest  Virginia  halfpenny  we  can  remember  handling 
in  some  time. 

22  1773  Virginia  Halfpenny.  MS  63  Red  and  Brown.  Period  after 
GEORGIVS,  seven  harpstrings.  1 16.49  grains.  Similar  to  the  piece 
immediately  above,  the  obverse  has  small  bits  of  luster  remaining 
around  the  devices,  but  it  is  more  mellowed  than  the  above  coin 
The  reverse  is  magnificent  with  almost  full,  intact  glittering  red 
color.  Sharply  struck  with  the  wing  of  the  harp  figure  clearly  visible. 


1664  Mint  State  London  Elephant  Token 


23  (1664)  Mint  State  London  Elephant  Token.  MS  63  Red  and 

Brown.  GOD  PRESERVE  LONDON.  206.45  grains.  An  exception¬ 
ally  choice  token  with  faint  flashes  of  original  red  luster  in  the  more 
protected  areas.  Uncommonly  well  struck— even  showing  the  die 
engraver’s  finishing  marks  on  the  shield  lines  and  just  above  in  the 
field.  Struck  on  a  tight,  non-porous  planchet,  and  just  slightly 
off-center  missing  a  third  of  the  denticles  on  the  obverse  (the 
elephant  side).  This  lovely  piece  has  obviously  been  well  preserved 
for  the  past  three  hundred  years,  (photo)

24  1779  Rhode  Island  Ship  Token  in  Pewter.  EF  45.  With 

wreath  under  ship.  223.58  grains.  A  rare  trial  piece  of  which  some 
half  dozen  are  known  according  to  Breen.  However,  since  this  coin 
has  been  off  the  market  for  over  thirty  years,  it  may  not  have  been 
included  in  the  count  of  survivors.  Struck  as  a  satirical  medal,  the 
pieces  poke  fun  at  the  retreating  British  troops  who  a  year  before  had 
forced  the  Americans  to  retreat  under  the  leadership  of  General 
Sullivan  and  Admiral  Comte  d’Estaing.  The  Dutch  word 
"Vlugtende,"  translated  as  "fleeing"  was  originally  placed  on  the 
lower  rim  of  the  reverse,  but  later  removed  and  replaced  with  a 
wreath  as  on  this  piece-the  Dutch  makers  most  likely  fearing  British 
reprisals. 

The  token  has  a  lovely  medium  gray  patina  over  much  of  the 
surfaces  with  occasional  glimpses  of  the  original  brilliance  in  the 
more  protected  areas  of  the  design.  We  are  unable  to  find  any 
evidence  of  tinpest  that  is  commonly  seen  on  pewter  coins  of  this 
age.  The  surfaces  are  free  from  abrasions  which  is  also  most  uncom¬ 
mon  as  pewter  is  such  a  soft  metal.  Very  sharply  struck  with  almost 
all  the  portholes  visible  on  the  ships,  and  struck  on  what  appears  to 
be  a  thicker  planchet,  thus  accounting  for  the  extra  weight  of  this 
piece,  (photo)

grains.  Chalmers’  coinage  is  particularly  significant  in  early  U.S. 
numismatic  history  because  it  was  the  first  privately  issued  silver 
coinage  in  America.  It  also  doubled  as  an  early  store  card  with 
Chalmers  exchanging  these  pieces  for  foreign  silver,  mostly  Spanish 
bits.  While  not  perfectly  centered  each  side  does  have  well  over  half 
of  the  denticles  showing.  The  surfaces  are  free  from  any  large  or 
detracting  handling  marks,  and  only  one  small,  squiggly  planchet 
lamination  is  noted  on  the  obverse  at  1  o’clock  just  outside  the 
beaded  border.  Toned  a  natural  gray-blue  with  mild  underlying 
iridescence.  Bought  by  the  consignor  from  an  unknown  Bullowa 
(Coinhunter)  sale,  lot  487.  (photo) 


26  1721  -H  Sou  or  9  Deniers.  Fine-12.  Copper  87.79  grains.  Struck  in 
the  La  Rochelle  mint.  Light  to  medium  brown  color.  Generally  well 
centered  but  showing  some  localized  striking  weakness  just  above 
center  on  the  obverse  and  at  4  o’clock  on  the  reverse  rim.  Struck  on 
a  non-porous  planchet  but  each  side  has  several  small  planchet  flakes 
as  would  be  expected  from  a  coin  of  this  period. 

27  1 767- A  Sou.  Fine  12.  Copper.  194. 41  grains.  With  RF counterstamp 
that  has  partially  obliterated  some  of  the  reverse  details.  Generally 
light  in  color  overall.

Generally  well  struck  but  lacking  just  a  bit  of  detail  on  the  eye.  The 
coin  has  a  pleasing  even  chocolate  brown  color  on  both  sides  and 
the  surfaces  are  clean  except  for  a  couple  of  minor  edge  nicks. 

29  1785  Nova  Constellatio.  EF  40.  Crosby  3-B.  Copper.  122.35  grains. 
This  is  a  coin  that  presents  well,  and  whose  problems  are  small  and 
only  apparent  upon  close  examination.  There  are  several  small 
planchet  flakes  out  of  the  fields  on  each  side,  a  few  minor  spots  of 
corrosion,  and  an  old  scratch  through  part  of  the  date.  This  is  the 
later  die  state  showing  extensive  evidence  of  die  nist  on  the  glory  of 
rays.

Reason¬ 
ably  well  centered  with  clean  features  and  well  detailed  with  an 
attractive  chestnut  brown  patina.  The  only  detraction  on  the  coin 
are  the  presence  of  a  few  parallel  hairlines  at  the  top  of  the  obverse 
where  it  appears  someone  may  have  wiped  the  coin  once. 

32  1787  Connecticut  Cent.  VG  10.  132.23  grains.  Draped  Bust  facing 
left.  Heavily  worn  and  struck  on  an  irregularly  shaped  flan  with 
several  planchet  laminations. 

33  1787  Connecticut  Cent.  Fine  12.  133.16  grains.  Draped  Bust  facing 
left.  Struck  slightly  off-center  with  several  old  scratches,  and 
planchet  flakes  out  of  both  sides.  Deep  brown  color  with  lighter, 
almost  tan  highlights. 

34  1787  Connecticut  Cent.  EF  40.  The  famous  "Homed  Bust"  variety. 
129.76  grains.  An  early  die  state  showing  the  break  still  some 
distance  from  the  bust.  A  perfectly  centered  piece  with  the  tops  of 
all  letters  showing  and  good  striking  details.  The  surfaces  are  rather 
porous,  and  on  the  reverse  appear  to  be  lightly  pitted.  Still,  an 
attractive  example  of  this  popular  variety. 

35  1788  Connecticut  Cent.  Very  Good  8/Good  4.  Mailed  Bust  facing 
left.  123.1 3  grains.  A  handsome  coin  that  has  seen  uneven  wear.  The 
left  side,  i.e.,  the  words  AUCTORI  and  1NDE  ET,  has  been  all  but 
obliterated  and  there  are  several  large  planchet  laminations  on  the 
reverse. 

36  1788  Connecticut  Cent.  EF  40.  Draped  Bust  facing  left.  115.41 
grains.  Well  struck  and  without  the  planchet  imperfections  as  usually 
seen.  The  coin  is  a  dark  hrown  with  light  corrosion  around  the 
devices  on  each  side. 

37  1787  Nova  Eborac  AU  55.  Crosby  Plate  VIII,  No.l  1.  137.32  grains. 
Quite  an  extraordinary  early  copper  coin.  The  centering  is  perfect 
and  the  strike  is  sharp  overall,  showing  almost  complete  detailing  on 
the  reverse  edge  where  this  variety  is  usually  weak.  Struck  on  a  tight, 
non-porous  planchet,  the  surfaces  are  smooth  and  blemish-free  with 
a  warm,  light  brown  color.  Purchased  by  the  consignor  from  an 
unidentified  Schulman  sale,  labeled  as  lot  569.  (photo) 

38  1786  New  Jersey  Cent.  Fine  15.  Maris  21-0.  130.53  grains.  A  very 
rare  variety,  Maris  states  that  he  had  only  seen  five  examples.  The 
surfaces  are  somewhat  porous  and  have  a  two-toned  effect:  deep 
brown  in  the  fields  with  tan  highpoints.  There  are  a  couple  of  small 
marks  at  the  top  of  the  shield. 

39  1786  New  Jersey  Cent.  Fine  12.  Maris  24-R,  R.6.  152.91  grains. 
Struck  somewhat  off-center,  missing  perhaps  20%  of  the  denticles. 
Medium  brown  with  somewhat  darker  color  around  the  devices. 
Slightly  granular  with  a  small  planchet  depression  in  the  right 
obverse  field.  Maris  believed  this  variety  to  be  unique,  "The  only 
specimen  of  this  combination  that  I  remember  to  have  seen  is  in  my 
cabinet."  Several  others  have  since  turned  up  since  the  mid- 1870s. 

40  1787  New  Jersey  Cent.  Fine  15.  Maris  63-q.  125.90  grains.  A  com¬ 
mon  variety  with  deep  chocolate  brown  color  and  only  slightly 
lighter  highlights.  Stnick  on  a  porous  planchet  with  several  thin 
horizontal  planchet  laminations  on  the  reverse. 

41  1787  New  Jersey  Cent.  VF  20.  Maris  63-s.  141.33  grains.  Another 
common  variety  struck  on  a  large  planchet.  Well  worn,  the  shield 
has  only  a  faint  reminder  of  the  shield  lines.  Well  centered  with  dark 
brown  color  and  a  few  small  edge  humps,  but  no  serious  surface  marks. 

42  1788  Vermont  Cent.  VF  30.  Bust  Right.  Ryder  28.  115.72  grains. 
Well  centered  but  struck  on  a  rough  planchet  and  showing  evidence 
of  light  corrosion.  A  very  scarce  variety  missing  from  the  Robison, 
Roper,  and  Picker  collections. 


4  3  1781  North  American  Token.  VF  20.  1 14  64  grains.  Even  dark  hrown 

color  with  a  number  of  small  planchet  flakes  out  of  each  side. 
Somewhat  unevenly  stnick,  being  a  bit  weaker  on  the  right  edge  of 
the  obverse  and  corresponding  area  on  the  reverse. 

44  1789  Mott  Token.  EF  45.  Thick  planchet.  168.16  grains.  The  latest 
die  state  with  the  die  break  fully  developed  at  the  upper  left  of  the 
clock.  Struck  from  heavily  rusted  and  slightly  buckled  dies,  but  well 
detailed  with  perhaps  half  of  the  numerals  showing  on  the  clock. 
Well  centered  with  all  peripheral  lettering  fully  legible  which  is  often 
not  the  case.  Medium  brown  color  with  a  couple  of  small  stains  on 
the  lower  reverse. 

45  1789  Mott  Token.  EF  45.  Thin  Planchet.  107.23  grains.  The  earliest 
die  state  with  no  trace  of  the  die  break  from  the  clock  into  the  field. 
Just  slightly  off-center  on  the  reverse  with  all  edge  details  complete. 
The  obverse  is  approximately  10%  off-center  and  the  lower  portions 
of  the  edge  lettering  are  missing.  Well  struck  on  a  tight,  non-porous 
planchet,  the  fields  show  a  few  small  planchet  flakes  and  the  surfaces 
are  a  glossy,  medium  brown  with  several  parallel  scratches  running 
horizontally  through  the  eagle’s  shield  to  the  right  edge.

Well 
struck  with  a  fully  readable,  but  slightly  soft,  motto.  Perfectly  cen¬ 
tered  but  apparently  struck  on  an  undersized  planchet  as  none  of  the 
denticles  show.  A  most  attractive  piece  with  a  tight,  non-porous 
planchet  that  only  shows  one  obvious  planchet  lamination.  Light  in 
color  with  taint  traces  of  red  in  the  protected  areas. 

48  (1792)  Kentucky  Token.  AU  53.  Plain  Edge.  152.75  grains.  Dark, 
chocolate  brown  color  with  bright,  underlying  glossiness.  Well  struck 
with  slight  softness  on  CAUSE  as  usual. 

49  (1792)  Kentucky  Token.  MS  63  Red  and  Brown.  149.20  grains.  Edge 
lettered:  PAYABLE  IN  LANCASTER,  LONDON,  OR  BRISTOL. 
Medium  brown  color  with  considerable  red  luster  around  the  letters 
and  central  devices.  A  pleasing,  original  coin  with  a  tew  light  spots 
on  the  obverse  and  a  several  minor  handling  marks.  Struck  on  a 
slightly  thicker  planchet  than  the  usual  Kentucky  tokens  to  accomo¬ 
date  the  edge  lettering. 

50  1794  Talbot,  Allum  &  Lee  Cent.  Fine  15.  150.59  grains.  The 
regularly  seen  type  with  NEW  YORK  above  the  ship  and  the  edge 
reading  PAYABLE  AT  THE  STORE  CF.  Scarcer  than  the  1795 
variety.  Dark  brown  with  traces  of  blue  and  reddish  color.  Consider¬ 
able  wear  but  no  serious  field  marks. 

5 1  1 795  Talbot,  Allum,  and  Lee  Cent.  AU  50.  1 54  60  grains.  The  edge 
reads  WE  PROMISE  TO  PAY  THE  BEARER  ONE  CENT.  A  well 
centered  piece  that  is  lightly  abraded  and  well  struck.  Light  brown 
color  with  tiny  portions  of  red  still  occasionally  visible.

One  of  the  more  common  of  the  "1783"  issues,  struck 
between  1810  and  1820.

Baker-29b, 
large  coat  buttons  and  diagonally  reeded  edge.  143.80  grains.  Me¬ 
dium  brown  color  with  attractive  underlying  iridescence.

Brass.  62.64  grains.  Cmde  diagonal  reeding  on  the  edge.  Heavily 
worn  with  numerous,  noticeable  scratches  on  each  side.

Die  State  III  Deep 
brown  color  over  both  sides  except  in  the  center  of  the  reverse  which 
is  a  deep  reddish  color.  Well  centered  with  clean  surfaces.

There  are  several  areas  around  the  edges  that  have  russet 
brown  encrustations.  Obviously  an  original  coin -were  this  struck  in 
silver  this  type  of  toning  would  surely  command  a  premium— on  a 
copper  coin  it  is  viewed  as  a  detriment.

and  on  into  1942  the  U.S.  Mint  struck  coins  for  the  country  of  Peru 
on  brass  planchets.  During  the  1940s  and  on  into  the  '50s  there  were 
rumors  of  U.S.  cents  from  the  early  ’40s  that  had  been  struck  in  brass. 
None  had  been  authenticated  though,  until  last  September  when 
Alan  Herbert  of  Numismatic  News  convinced  ANACS  to  do  a 
spectographic  analysis  of  a  1941  cent  alleged  to  be  brass.  The  coin 
indeed  was  brass  (79%  copper,  20%  zinc)  and  was  subsequently  sold 
to  a  collector  for  $23,000. 

Soon  thereafter  the  present  consignor  sent  us  a  pair  of  1941  and 
1942  cents  also  purported  to  be  of  brass  alloy.  The  coins  certainly 
looked  different  from  regular  issue  pieces,  the  color  being  a  brighter 
yellow-olive  color.  The  weight  was  also  different.  A  regular  issue  cent 
of  this  era  weighs  48.0  grains.  This  piece  weighs  52.30  grains,  well 
outside  the  1.5  grain  tolerance. 

The  coins  were  sent  to  ANACS  in  Ohio  for  spectographic 
analysis  and  both  pieces  are  indeed  brass.  By  percentage  of  weight 
the  1941  coin  is  84.91%  copper,  12.06%  zinc,  and  3.03%  tin.  The 
margin  of  error  is  .5%. 

The  coin  itself  is  a  yellow-olive  hue  with  light  blue  accents  on 
the  devices.  The  surfaces  show  some  spotting  and  there  are  a  few 
minor  scratches.  It  grades  VF-20  although  there  is  no  ANA  certifi¬ 
cate  attesting  to  the  grade.  A  photo  certificate  from  ANA  does 
accompany  however  verifying  the  coin  as  having  been  struck  on  a 
brass  alloy  planchet.  (photo) 


142  1942  Cent— Struck  on  a  Brass  Alloy  Planchet  F-12.  This  coin  is 

from  the  same  source  as  the  1941  cent.  Both  coins  were  purchased 
by  the  consignor  in  the  1950s,  and  both  were  recently  sent  to 
ANACS  for  authentication.  The  coin  is  struck  on  a  brass  planchet, 
most  likely  punched  from  a  strip  of  brass  intended  for  minor  Peruvian 
coins  of  the  era.  The  strip  was  apparently  of  a  similar  thickness  to 
U.S.  cents  and  it  was  accidentally  run  through  the  cent  blanking 
process.  The  spectographic  analysis  conducted  on  this  coin  showed 
its  percentage  of  elements  by  weight  to  be  82.36%  copper,  16.06% 
zinc,  and  1.58%  tin  (with  a  margin  of  error  of  .5%).  The  coin  weighs 
5 1 .07  grains  with  a  normal  cent  of  the  era  only  weighing  48.0  grains, 
plus  or  minus  1.5  grains. 

The  coin’s  surfaces  are  a  bright  yellow-olive  with  brown  areas  on 
the  obverse,  and  a  bright  blue-green  at  the  top  of  the  reverse.  The 
coin  grades  Fine- 1 2,  and  several  scratches  are  noted  in  the  fields  on 
each  side.  We  believe  the  scratches  may  have  been  intentionally 
done  as  a  primitive  means  of  determining  if  the  coin  was  brass  coated 
or  of  uniform  metallic  composition.  The  coin  is  accompanied  by  a 
photo  certificate  from  ANACS  verifying  the  coin  was  struck  on  a 
brass  alloy  planchet.  (photo)

In  that  work  he  does 
say,  "There  are  many  deceptive  first  strikes  around,  some  of  them 
enough  to  even  "deceive  the  elect, "...Real  proofs  will  have  reason¬ 
ably  broad  rims,  all  feathers  on  the  eagle’s  breast  clear,  drapery  and 
hair  clear,  and  mirror-like  fields  without  frost. ..surfaces  may  not  be 
too  reliable  a  guide  by  themselves."  This  is  surely  such  a  coin  as 
Walter  was  describing.  Overall  the  piece  is  attractive  except  for  a 
scratch  extending  from  the  arm  of  Liberty  to  the  rim  between  stars 
three  and  four,  and  another  in  the  reverse  field  parallel  to  the  eagle's 
right  wing.

Akers  consid¬ 
ers  the  ’57-0  to  be  rarer  than  the  1861-0  and,  "...decidedly  more 
rare  than  the  O-mint  issues  from  1850  to  1853."  As  previously  stated 
this  piece  has  been  cleaned  (on  the  obverse).  Perhaps  this  was  done 
to  conceal  the  retooling  that  was  done  in  the  fields  obviously  to 
smooth  over  several  deep  scratches.

Because  gold  coins  were  generally  made  in  fewer  numbers  and  because  they  had 
a  higher  face  value,  greater  care  was  taken  to  insure  that  mistakes  did  not 
occur— and  if  they  did  occur,  care  was  taken  that  the  mistake  did  not  leave  the 
Mint.  Yet  mistakes  did  occur  and  a  few  did  leave  the  Mint. 

Perhaps  the  best  explanation  how  such  an  error  occurs  is  in  Counterfeit, 
Mis-Struckand  Unofficial  U.S.  Coins  by  DonTaxay:  "...assume... that  the  layer-on 
fails  to  perform  properly  and  that  the  planchet  is  left  hanging  against  the  collar, 
partly  outside  of  the  die.  When  this  happens  the  result  will  be  an  off-centered 
coin.  Such  pieces  are  never  entirely  round  and  they  are  always  a  little  more  than 
a  "whole"  coin  since  the  portion  beneath  the  die  expands  under  the  pressure  of 
the  blow." 

This  coin  is  15%  off-center-wide  at  the  10  o’clock  position  on  the  obverse. 
It  weighs  33.40  grams,  comparing  favorably  to  the  officially  established  weight 
of  33.436  grams.  The  surfaces  themselves  are  clean  and  problem-free.  This  piece 
is  new  to  the  numismatic  marketplace,  having  emerged  in  1990  from  a  pre- 
World  War  II  overseas  collection.  This  is  the  most  dramatic  gold  error  we  have 
seen  and  it  is  the  first  we  have  handled  in  seven  years,  (photo)

28 
grains,  40  mm.  A  choice  proof  with  medium  brown  color  and  light 
underlying  iridescence  in  the  fields.  In  the  right  reverse  field  are  the 
remnants  of  the  number  400  apparently  penned  in  long  ago,  now 
faded. 

909  Battle  at  Cowpens,  1781.  Betts-593.  Struck  in  white  metal.  1,172.68 
grains.  General  Daniel  Morgan  is  crowned  by  a  bare  breasted  Indian 
queen.  Extra  Fine  with  several  rim  bumps  and  nicks  and  a  few  light 
surface  marks.  Unlisted  in  Betts  struck  in  metals  other  than  gold, 
silver,  and  bronze.  Of  obvious  importance  to  the  specialist  in  Betts 
medals. 

910  Battle  at  Cowpens,  1781.  Betts-594.  Struck  in  bronze.  648.21  grains, 
45  mm.  Washington  leads  his  soldiers  against  Perfidious  Albion  at 
the  Cowpens  with  divine  aid  overhead.  Almost  Uncirculated  with 
numerous  small  surface  nicks  and  a  spot  of  green  corrosion  on  the 
trailing  arm  of  the  angel. 

91 1  Battle  at  Cowpens,  1781.  Betts-595.  Struck  in  bronze.  692.03  grains, 
45  mm.  A  select  proof  that  is  intricately  detailed  and  shows  no 
apparent  nicks  or  scratches.  The  surfaces  have  a  fine  porosity  that 
gives  the  medal  a  "matte"  appearance. 

912  LIBERTAS  AMERICANA,  1776.  757.15  grains.  Struck  in  bronze. 
47  mm.  Designed  by  Dupre,  this  medal  was  the  inspiration  for  the 
head  on  the  1793  half  cent.  The  surfaces  show'  evidence  of  light 
handling  with  a  few  contact  marks.  Medium  browm  with  a  slightly 
darker  outline  around  the  devices. 

913  LIBERTAS  AMERICANA,  1776.  Betts-615.  Struck  in  bronze. 
705.45  grains,  47  mm.  The  obverse  is  clean  and  glossy  and  shows 
only  a  few  trivial  handling  marks.  The  reverse  has  a  light  film  of 
verdigris  and  there  is  a  faint  X-shaped  scratch  in  the  right  field. 

914  LIBERTAS  AMERICANA,  1776.  Betts-615.  Struck  in  bronze 
712.40  grains,  47  mm.  Altogether  a  choice  medal  with  clean  fields, 
reddish-brown  color  and  occasional  steel-blue  mottling.  Each  side 
has  a  planchet  lamination  on  the  rim,  but  these  do  not  detract  from 
the  overall  appeal  of  this  medal. 

915  Benjamin  Franklin  Uniface  Impression.  Struck  in  bronze.  2, 545, 48 
grains.  106  mm.  Apparently  a  die  trial  of  some  sort,  lacking  a  reverse 
Of  French  manufacture,  the  elderly  Franklin  is  the  central  device 
and  is  wearing  a  Russian  astrakhan  hat.  On  the  border  is  B. FRANK 
LIN..AMERCAIN.  Struck  in  extremely  high  relief,  on  his  shoulder 
is  a  coat  of  arms  and  to  the  left  NINI  with  Fl  777  below.  The  date  is 
repeated  again  in  the  exergua!  space  below  the  bust.  A  select  proof 
whose  surfaces  are  remarkably  preserved  tor  the  age  and  size  of  this 
piece.

910  Gallic -American  Federation.  7 19.80  grains,  50  mm.  Undated  bronze 
medal  with  central  device  of  Louis  XVIII.  A  choice  proof  with  light 
brown  color  and  considerable  underlying  iridescence.  There  is  a 
small  rectangular  area  in  the  right  obverse  field  that  shows  remnants 
of  tape  and  is  no  doubt  easily  removable. 

917  1824  Lafayette  Medal.  Bronze  medal  commemorating  the  general’s 
visit  to  America  that  year.  Extra  Fine  condition  with  chestnut  brown 
color  and  a  couple  of  darker  spots  on  each  side. 

918  Two  (2)  1833  Franklin  and  Montyon  Society  Medals.  Struck  in 
bronze.  42  mm.  Designed  by  Barre,  the  obverse  depicts  the  conjoined 
busts  of  Benjamin  Franklin  and  Baron  Antoine  Montyon.  The 
inscription  beneath  their  respective  names  is  somewhat  of  a  play  on 
words.  Franklin  is  described  as  having  the  philanthropy  of  genius  and 
Montyon  as  the  genius  of  philanthropy.  Montyon  established  prizes 
for  the  invention  and  improvement  of  French  arts  and  manufactures. 
Many  of  the  prizes  given  by  the  Institute  of  France  were  founded  or 
endowed  by  him.  The  reverse  is  simply  inscribed,  relating  the  date 
and  occasion  for  the  striking.  One  medal  is  a  pleasing  chestnut  brown 
without  carbon  spotting  and  is  uncirculated.  The  other  is  a  choice 
Extra  Fine  with  deep  olive  and  brown  accents.  (Total:  2  medals) 

919  1868  General  U.S.  Grant  Medal.  Struck  in  bronze.  60  mm.,  1,908.53 
grains.  Struck  in  Switzerland  by  Hughes  Bovy,  no  doubt  to  promote 
the  General’s  presidential  campaign  in  1868.  While  not  mentioning 
Grant’s  insatiable  appetite  for  whiskey,  the  medal  does  list  his  other 
personal  attributes:  PATIENT  OF  TOIL,  SERENE  AMIDST 
ALARMS.  INFLEXIBLE  IN  FAITH.  INVINCIBLE  IN  ARMS. 
Overall  a  pleasing  medal  with  only  minor  rubbing  on  the  highpoints. 
The  surfaces  are  a  medium  brown  with  bluish-rose  underlying  irides¬ 
cence  and  a  few  light  flecks  of  carbon. 

920  1876  Centennial  Medal.  Struck  in  bronze.  4,051.45  grains.  75  mm. 
A  pleasing  Extra  Fine  with  minor  rubbing  on  the  highpoints.  The 
surfaces  are  a  reddish-brown  with  a  few  light  marks  and  a  darker 
streak  in  the  obverse  field.  And,  an  1889  Washington  Inaugural 
Centennial  medal.  Struck  in  some  base  white  metal  and  holed  at  the 
top.  306.90  grains,  40  mm.  Grades  Fine  with  several  scratches  and 
dark  spots.  (Total:  2  medals) 

921  Two  (2)  1892  Christopher  Columbus  medals.  Struck  in  bronze. 
1,453.63  grains,  58  mm.  Apparently  of  Italian  manufacture,  the 
inscription  near  the  edge  reads:  L.  POGLIACHI INV.  A.  CAPPUC- 
CIO  INC.  JOHNSON-MILANO.  Both  are  choice  AU  with  minor 
flyspecking  noted  in  the  proof  field  behind  the  portrait  of  Columbus. 
These  medals  are  intricately  detailed  and  indescribably  beautiful.  A 
very  attractive  pair  that  will  no  doubt  find  their  way  into  collections 
as  the  500th  anniversary  of  Columbus’  landing  approaches.  (Total: 
2  medals) 

922  1893  French  Chicago  Exposition  Medal.  Struck  in  silver  in  a  tomb¬ 
stone  shape.  1 ,058.03  grains.  52.5  x  49.5  mm.  Choice  Extra  Fine  with 
silvery-gray  surfaces,  somewhat  darker  in  the  fields,  but  few  marks  on 
either  side.  The  names  E.&.  S.  Jay  are  in  relief  on  the  tablet  on  the 
reverse. 

923  1902  Prince  Henry  of  Prussia  Medal.  Struck  in  silver.  70  mm. 
2,413.56  grains.  An  ANS  medal  designed  by  Victor  D.  Brenner.  The 
obverse  shows  Prince  Henry  in  uniform  facing  left.  The  prince’s 
physical  resemblance  to  Czar  Nicholas  of  Russia  and  King  George  of 
England  is  uncanny.  The  reverse  depicts  Mercury  in  the  clouds 
carrying  a  bundle  of  roses,  several  of  which  have  fallen.  The  shields 
of  Prussia  and  the  United  States  are  joined  to  the  right  of  Mercury. 
Brenner’s  signature  can  be  seen  again  on  the  lower  right  rim.  The 
medal  has  a  matte  finish  and  is  mint  state  with  minor  rubbing  on  the 
high  points.  Both  sides  are  perfectly  matched  with  alternating  light 
and  darker  gray  patina.  At  6  o’clock  on  the  rim  is  the  number  "275", 
presumably  the  275th  medal  out  of  301  issued.  A  lovely  piece  that 
displays  Brenner’s  considerable  talents  as  a  medallist. 

924  French  Medal  for  the  1904  World’s  Fair.  Struck  in  brass.  914-22 
grains,  49  mm.  A  lovely  medal  depicting  "Commerce"  with  four 
female  figures  on  the  obverse  around  a  pedestal.  The  reverse  reads: 

ST  U  )\  IS  1904  AMERICA  WELCOMES  THE  WORLD.  A  pris¬ 
tine  medal  that  is  virtually  as  struck  and  is  accompanied  by  the 
original  box  of  issue  that  also  shows  virtually  no  signs  of  handling. 

925  1909  Hudson-Fulton  Celebration  Medal.  Struck  in  bronze.  1 ,61 5.2 1 
grains,  63.5  mm.  Designed  by  Emil  Fuchs  and  struck  by  Whitehead- 
Hoag.  A  widely  recognized  and  collected  medal,  Fuchs  went  to  great 
lengths  to  ensure  the  historical  accuracy  of  the  ships  "Half  Moon" 
and  "Clermont",  as  well  as  the  costumes  of  the  crewmen  and  the  New 
York  skyline.  Extra  Fine  with  medium  brown  color  and  a  lighter, 
almost  olive  tone  outlining  the  devices,  and  showing  several  han¬ 
dling  marks. 


926  1917  French  Woodrow  Wilson  Medal.  Struck  in  bronze.  2,135.51 
grains,  67  mm.  Designed  by  Rene  Grigoine  with  a  definite  militaris¬ 
tic  theme.  Extra  Fine  with  light  brown  color  with  even  lighter 
accents  on  the  highpoints,  and  a  few  light  contact  marks. 

927  1927  Lindbergh  Commemorative  Ingot.  Stmck  in  silver.  8.0  ounces, 
88  x  63  mm.  The  obverse  shows  "The  Spirit  of  St.  Louis"  flying 
toward  Paris  and  a  thin  line  traces  the  colonel’s  path  across  the 
Atlantic.  The  airplane  is  helped  along  by  a  gust  of  wind  from  an 
anthropomorphic  cloud  in  the  upper  left  corner  of  the  cloud  bank. 
The  Latin  inscription  translates,  "Through  hope  to  the  stars"--a 
rather  cosmic  hope  for  1927.  The  reverse  is  simply  inscribed  and 
relates  the  occasion  for  issuance.  Extra  Fine.  Cleaned  once  and 
beginning  to  retone  just  a  bit  around  the  edges.  There  are  a  few 
surface  marks  and  several  pin  scratches  on  the  left  side  of  the  reverse. 

928  1931  French  Washington-Lafayette  Medal.  Struck  in  bronze  for  the 
Exposition  Coloniale  Internationale  in  Paris,  1931.  974. 40  grains, 
50  mm.  Choice  AU  with  faint  rubbing  on  the  highpoints. 

929  1874  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanic  Association  Medal. 
Struck  in  bronze,  51  mm.  The  obverse  has  a  plump  Liberty  seated, 
chin  resting  on  hand,  with  large  shield  in  the  foreground,  and  a  train 
on  a  trestle  in  the  distant  background.  The  center  of  the  reverse 
reads:  AWARDED  AT  THE  TWELFTH  EXHIBITION  1874,  sur¬ 
rounded  by  a  wreath,  which  is  in  turn  surrounded  by  the  Association’s 
name.  A  lovely  medal  with  clean,  unspotted  surfaces.  Housed  in  an 
original  three-part  case  that  fits  neatly  into  a  small  slip  case.

The  surfaces  show  some  light 
porosity  and  there  are  a  few  field  marks,  none  of  which  are  apparent 
until  a  magnifier  is  applied.  On  this  variety  the  dies  soon  buckled  in 
the  center  causing  central  detail  on  the  reverse  to  weaken  and 
eventually  be  obliterated.  Breen  states  this  occured  because  Eckfeldt 
had  not  yet  learned  how  to  harden  a  die  to  avoid  this  problem.

935  PCGS  1797  MS  63.  Reverse  of  1797,  With  Stems.  S- 1 23,  R.4.  A 
Nichols  Find  variety  and  one  of  the  few  opportunities  the  collector 
has  to  acquire  a  mint  state  18th  century  U.S.  copper  coin.  An 
interesting  feature  of  this  variety  is  the  cut  on  the  cheek  that  is  not 
a  cut  at  all,  but  rather  a  raised  bit  of  metal  on  the  die  that  transferred 
to  all  the  coins  struck  from  that  die.  Bright,  glossy  brown  surfaces 
that  only  show  a  couple  of  small  darker  spots  on  the  obverse  rim 
above  LI.  The  fifth  coin  to  be  so  graded  by  PCGS,  only  six  are  finer, 
(photo) 


931  PCGS  1849  MS  62  Brown.  Fully  struck.  Light  brown  color  overall 
with  occasional  flashes  of  red  luster  around  the  devices. 

932  PCGS  1854  MS  60  Brown.  Fully  struck  with  deep  brown  and  blue 
mottled  color. 

933  PCGS  1857  MS  63  Red  and  Brown.  A  significant  amount  of  original 
red  luster  remains  on  both  sides,  although  it  is  more  subdued  on  the 
reverse.  A  slightly  scarcer  date  among  the  later  issues.

938  PCGS  1 850  MS  63  Red  and  Brown.  Sharply  struck  with  perhaps  30% 
of  the  original  red  luster  remaining,  mostly  scattered  around  the 
devices. 

939  PCGS  1851  MS  63  Red  and  Brow-n.  The  devices  show  scattered 
remnants  of  the  original  red  luster,  hut  not  much.  On  the  obverse 
there  are  several  small  carbon  spots. 

940  PCGS  1853  MS  63  Red  and  Brown.  Strongly  struck  in  the  centers 
(with  weak  stars  as  usual)  and  showing  small  amounts  of  bright  red 
luster  outlining  the  devices.

943  NGC  1855  MS  63  Red  and  Brown.  Deep  cherry  red  color  over  both 
sides  with  steel-blue  highlights.  Fully  struck. 

944  PCGS  1856  MS  63  Red  and  Brown.  Numerous  small  spots  on  each 
side  prevent  the  coin  from  grading  higher.  Considerable  red  color 
remains  around  the  devices. 


PCGS  1854  PR  66  Brown 


945  PCGS  1854  PR  66  Brown.  An  estimated  50  proofs  were  struck  of 
this  date.  All  are  from  the  Newcomb- 12  dies  with  the  5  and  4  in  the 
date  touching  each  other.  PCGS  has  only  graded  one  other  proof  of 
this  date,  a  65  Red  and  Brown.  This  coin  does  not  show  the  deep, 
reflective  fields  on  proofs  of  just  a  few  years  later,  yet  its  status  is 
obvious  with  the  broad  rims  and  clarity  of  strike  not  found  on 
business  strike  Braided  Hair  cents.  The  coin  overall  is  an  even 
reddish-brown  with  no  variation  in  hue.  The  surfaces  are  undisturbed 
by  even  the  smallest  imperfections  and  there  are  no  carbon  spots  on 
either  side.  A  superb  proof  Large  cent.

946  PCGS  1857  AU  55.  Even  tan  color  and  well  struck  showing  good 
wreath  detail. 


947  PCGS  1856  PR  64.  The  1856  Flying  Eagle  cent  is  a  legendary  rarity 
among  19th  century  copper  coins.  Perhaps  its  true  rarity  has  been 
overstated  at  times  in  the  past,  yet  its  popularity  persists.  Technically 
a  pattern,  some  600  pieces  were  struck  and  distributed  to  congress¬ 
men,  editors,  and  other  people  of  influence  in  order  to  acquaint  the 
public  with  the  new  design  and  help  assure  public  acceptance.  The 
coin  proved  so  popular  that  restrikes  were  made  over  the  next  several 
years  bringing  the  estimated  number  struck  to  somewhere  in  the 
range  of  1,200  to  1,500  pieces. 

This  piece  has  taken  on  a  brownish-red  caste  but  when  closely 
examined  the  surfaces  show  a  lovely  underlying  iridescence.  One  of 
the  better  struck  varieties  of  the  year  with  the  veins  in  the  leaves  in 
sharp  relief.  Only  the  23rd  Proof-64  to  have  been  graded  by  PCGS.

948  PCGS  1 859  MS  64.  A  most  pleasing  example  of  this  scarce,  one-year 
type.  The  surfaces  are  a  light  golden  color  with  only  a  few  streaks  of 
red  on  the  reverse.  Satiny  luster  and  sharply  struck  with  no  abrasions 
visible  without  a  magnifier. 

949  PCGS  1860  Hub  of  1858  MS  63.  Breen- 1947.  Struck  from  the  hub 
of  1858,  differing  from  the  1860-64  hub  by  the  tip  of  the  bust  ending 
in  a  sharp  point.  The  1860-64  hub  ends  in  a  rounded  tip.  Apparently 
an  unknown,  but  small,  number  of  coins  were  struck  from  the  leftover 
hub  in  1860,  as  was  also  done  in  the  quarter  eagle  series  the  same 
year.  Breen  lists  the  coins  as  "very  rare."  The  piece  itself  is  fully  struck 
with  light  honey-golden  color.  There  are  a  few  small  bagmarks  on 
each  side,  but  none  that  materially  detract  from  the  overall  appear¬ 
ance  of  the  coin. 

950  PCGS  1863  MS  62.  Medium  honey-tan  color. 

951  PCGS  1864  Lon  Ribbon  MS  64  Red  and  Brown.  The  "Lon  Ribbon" 
is  the  scarcest  of  the  three  varieties  of  1864  cents.  An  unknown 
number  were  struck  out  of  the  total  original  mintage  of  39.2  million, 
but  today  only  61  pieces  have  been  graded  as  MS-64  Red  and  Brown. 
This  coin  is  sharply  struck  and  approximately  half  of  the  original  red 
luster  remains,  with  the  highpoints  having  taken  on  a  deeper  brown 
hue. 

952  NGC  1879  MS  65  Red  and  Brown.  Intricately  detailed,  with  lovely 
golden-rose  color  and  a  blush  of  bluish-violet  across  the  obverse. 

953  PCGS  1883  MS  64  Red  and  Brown.  Deep  cherry-red  color  over  most 
of  both  sides. 

954  PCGS  1895  MS  64  Red.  Bright,  even  red  color.  Downgraded  by  a 
soft  strike  and  the  presence  of  a  few  small  carbon  flecks. 

955  ANACS  1897  MS  63  Red  and  Brown.  Fully  struck  with  variegated 
color. 

956  NGC  1901  MS  65  Red.  Reddish-orange  blazing  luster.  A  very 
attractive,  original  coin. 

957  PCGS  1909-S  AU  55.  Darker  blue-violet  color  is  seen  atop  the 
undertone  of  reddish-brown.  Somewhat  softly  struck  as  usual  for  the 
issue.  With  a  magnifier  a  few  tiny  spots  of  carbon  can  be  made  out. 
Still,  quite  a  presentable  example  of  this  scarce,  key  date  issue  that 
just  shows  a  trace  of  rub  on  the  highpoints.

958  PCGS  1859  PR  65.  The  1859  proof  cent  is  one  of  the  most 
significant  19th  century  U.S.  proof  type  coins.  One  would  expect 
that  a  significant  number  would  have  been  minted  and  saved  as 
proofs,  but  apparently  that  is  not  the  case.  Of  the  800  minted  there 
must  have  been  quite  a  few  that  found  their  way  into  circulation,  as 
choice  pieces  are  quite  scarce.  In  1977  Walter  Breen  wondered  if  as 
many  as  40  had  survived.  This  piece  has  light  reddish-tan  surfaces 
with  tiny  flecks  of  milky  iridescence  in  the  fields  that  subdues  the 
flash  of  the  proof  mirrors  slightly,  but  the  coin’s  status  is  unques¬ 
tioned,  meeting  all  the  diagnostics  for  proofs.  The  piece  is  in  fact  an 
early  strike  lacking  the  thin  die  cracks  found  on  later  strikings.  PCGS 
has  only  graded  15  pieces  as  Proof-65  according  to  the  December 
Report,  only  two  are  finer. 


959  PCGS  1866  PR  65  Red  and  Brown.  A  lovely  early  proof  Indian  cent 
that  has  bright  iridescent  red  and  violet  color  with  an  occasional 
flash  of  blue.  One  of  only  1 9  to  have  been  so  graded  to  date  ( 1 2/90). 

960  PCGS  1869  PR  65.  A  lovely  early  proof  Indian  cent.  The  surfaces 
are  light  reddish-orange  with  a  faint  underlying  iridescence.  Early 
proofs  are  quite  difficult  to  locate  with  full,  original  color.  Of  this 
date  there  have  only  been  four  pieces  that  have  been  graded  as  gems 
with  red  color,  none  are  finer.

Deep  iridescent  toning 
outlines  the  obverse,  lightening  on  the  reverse. 

A  pleasing,  original 
example  of  this  key  date,  with  scattered,  light  carbon  flecks  and  a 
small  finger  smudge  in  the  top  right  quadrant  of  the  obverse. 

Flashy,  bright  mint 
luster  with  occasional  patches  of  reddish-brown  color.

Although  not  especially  difficult 
in  grades  up  to  and  including  MS-65,  in  MS-66  there  have  only  been 
seven  coins  graded  and  none  are  finer. 

Lustrous  with  distinctive 
brown  woodgrain  patina. 

967  PCGS  1913-S  MS  64  Red  and  Brown.  Glossy  and  sharp,  with 
mottled  bluish-steel  overtones. 

968  NGC  1914  MS  64  Red  and  Brown.  Fully  struck  with  steely-blue  color 
over  most  of  the  surfaces. 

969  NGC  1921  MS  64  Red.  Sharply  struck. 

970  NGC  1921  MS  65  Red.  Fully  struck  with  even  red  color. 

971  NGC  1921  MS  65  Red.  Light  reddish-orange  color.

Rather  than  having  areas  of  red 
and  areas  of  brown,  the  original  red  on  this  coin  has  uniformly 
mellowed  several  shades,  so  that  now  it  is  neither  red  nor  brown,  but 
something  in  between.  Sharply  struck. 

981  PCGS  1871  MS  62  Red  and  Brown.  Fully  struck  with  deep  cherry 
red,  blue,  and  brown  intermixed  on  each  side. 

982  PCGS  1866  PR  64  Red  and  Brown.  Glittering  surfaces  overlaid  in 
burnt-orange  and  rose  iridescence. 

983  PCGS  1 870  PR  64  Red  and  Brown.  Most  of  the  original  red  luster 
has  subdued  somewhat  to  a  light  reddish-brown,  leaving  only  the 
edges  with  full  mint  bloom.  However,  because  of  the  deeply  mirrored 
fields  the  coin  appears  to  have  more  red  color  than  it  actually  does. 
Only  40  pieces  have  been  so  graded  by  PCGS  according  to  the 
December  Report.

999  PCGS  1882  PR  63.  Lightly  toned.

1000  PCGS  1885  MS  63.  A  most  desirable  and  attractive  example  of  the 
key  date  in  the  Liberty  nickel  series.  Fully  struck  throughout  and 
obviously  the  later  die  state  of  these  dies--showing  numerous  small 
die  cracks  around  the  edges.  Both  sides  are  toned  an  even  golden-ol¬ 
ive  and  the  surfaces  appear  to  be  free  from  carbon,  only  showing  a 
few  small  contact  marks.  Many  times  more  desirable  than  the  often 
offered  proofs  of  this  date,  this  is  only  the  30th  coin  to  have  been  so 
graded  out  of  an  original  mintage  of  1.4  million.

A  highly  lustrous,  very  sharply  struck  type  coin 
with  barely  any  color.  Rather  scarce  with  only  1  5  gems  having  been 
so  graded. 

1002  PCGS  1911  nickel  ALJ  55,  green-gold  and  apricot  highlights;  and 
an  1888  dime  AU  50,  lightly  hairlined  with  blue  and  violet  colora¬ 
tion  along  the  lower  reverse  edge.  (Total.  2  coins)

date.  The  strike  is  atypical  for  the  issue  with  very  sharp  details  at  the 
peripheries,  only  the  central  hair  detail  shows  any  softness.

Deeply  mirrored  with  pale  translucent  iridescent 
toning  on  the  obverse.

1020  PCGS  1840  No  Drapery  AU  55.  Sharply  defined  with  some  streaky 
toning  on  either  side.  The  surfaces  exhibit  glittering  luster  and  only 
the  slightest  friction. 

1021  PCGS  1857  MS  62.  Steel-gray  and  blue  toning  on  the  obverse  with 
considerably  more  blue  on  the  reverse.  Sharply  struck. 

1 022  PCGS  1858  MS  63.  Somewhat  softly  struck  on  the  head  and  the  stars 
(so  prevalent  was  this  problem  that  the  design  was  changed  two  years 
later),  but  booming  silver  mint  frost  that  shows  just  a  touch  of  light 
patina. 

A  scarcer  Stars  half  dime,  and  one  of  the  few 
minrmarked  issues  that  is  reasonably  attainable.  The  intense  mint 
luster  is  readily  apparent  although  the  surfaces  are  quite  heavily 
toned.

The  strike  is  somewhat 
deficient  on  the  stars  and  head  as  would  be  expected  from  a  coin  of 
this  design  and  from  this  mint.

Only  seven  have 
been  graded  by  PCGS,  and  there  is  only  one  other  gem  graded.  Toned 
in  deep,  speckled  violet,  blue,  and  rose  colors  in  no  apparent  pattern 
on  either  side.

Only  the  fourth 
coin  of  this  date  to  have  been  so  graded.

1026  PCGS  1832  MS  64.  JR-7,  R.3.  A  significant  type  coin  and  appar¬ 
ently  the  finest  known  example  of  this  scarce  variety.  Untoned  with 
bright,  satiny  fields  and  only  one  distinguishing  mark  on  either  side: 
a  tiny  planchet  flake  out  of  the  left  obverse  field  in  a  straight  line 
from  the  inner  point  of  star  three.  The  strike  is  very  strong  through¬ 
out  with  excellent  hair  detail,  the  only  softness  noted  being  at  the 
left  side  of  the  shield.  The  JR-7  variety  is  quite  scarce  in  mint  state, 
the  reference  book  for  the  series  mentioning  only  three  pieces 
known.  Of  those  three  mint  state  pieces  the  finest  known  at  the  time 
of  publication  was  the  Lovejoy  specimen/JR  plate  coin,  a  toned  piece 
graded  by  NGC  as  MS-63.  As  a  type  coin  alone  there  have  only  been 
21  pieces  of  the  1832  date  graded  MS-64,  with  only  three  finer. 


1027  PCGS  1834  MS  62.  JR-7,  R.2.  Superb  mint  luster  and  toned  a  pale 
gray-rose  with  bright  aqua  fields.  Apparently  an  early  striking  from 
these  dies  as  none  of  the  known  die  cracks  show,  but  somewhat 
irregularly  struck.  Generally  this  variety  is  well  struck,  but  this  piece 
shows  localized  weakness  on  the  upper  hair  curls  and  the  feathers  of 
the  upper  arrow  on  the  reverse.  However,  there  is  no  weakness  in  the 
denticles  above  D  ST  as  is  often  the  case.  A  lovely  piece  and  most 
likely  the  second  or  third  finest  known  of  the  variety.

1028  PCGS  1858  MS  62.  Strongly  struck  with  deep  gray-blue  toning  over 
both  sides  and  numerous  streaks  of  underlying  brilliance. 

1029  PCGS  1858  MS  64-  A  sharply  struck  example  of  this  scarce  type  coin. 
Stars  dimes  are  usually  not  found  well  struck,  but  this  piece  has  good 
definition  on  the  radials  of  all  the  stars.  Each  side  has  die  striae  in 
the  fields  that  imparts  a  bright  semi-prooflike  glimmer.  Light,  barely 
discernable  color.  Only  the  sixth  coin  of  this  date  to  have  been  so 
graded. 


1030  NGC  1865  MS  67.  Tire  1865  is  a  rare,  key  date  issue  with  an  original 
mintage  of  10,000  pieces.  As  it  was  also  a  Civil  War  issue  this  date 
was  widely  hoarded  and  melted  and  is  generally  unavailable  in  any 
grade  of  uncirculated.  This  piece  has  full,  frosty  luster  and  is  overlaid 
by  a  coating  of  royal  blue  and  rose  patina.  The  strike  is  full  and  there 
are  no  obvious  contact  marks  on  either  side.  A  lovely  example  of  this 
rare  date  in  the  ultimate  condition.  Only  the  fourth  coin  of  this  date 
to  have  been  so  graded  by  NGC.  (photo)

PCGS  1 869-S  MS  63 


103 1  PCGS  1 869-S  MS  63.  As  is  well  known  by  now  early  San  Francisco 
minor  coins  are  very  scarce  in  mint  state  as  they  saw  heavy  local 
circulation  due  to  a  profound  lack  of  small  denomination  coins  and 
a  growing,  affluent  population.  While  the  1 869-S  dime  is  not  quite 
as  scarce  as  its  earlier  counterparts,  it  is  nevertheless  a  challenge  to 
locate  in  mint  condition.  According  to  the  December  PCGS  Popu¬ 
lation  Report  there  have  only  been  19  coins  certified  in  all  condi¬ 
tions  of  mint  state  (only  six  of  those  were  in  MS-63).  This  piece  has 
even  golden-rose  toning  with  strong,  satiny  underlying  luster.  The 
strike  is  somewhat  weak  in  areas  and  the  mintmark  is  blurred,  as  is 
often  the  case.  The  surfaces  are  clean  overall  with  occasional,  widely 
scattered  contact  marks  that  are  virtually  unnoticeable  without 
magnification. 


1032  PCGS  1875-CC  MS  64.  An  excellent  Carson  City  type  coin  with 
full  mint  bloom  in  evidence  on  each  side.  Strongly  struck  with  clean 
features  and  good  eye  appeal. 

1033  PCGS  1887  MS  64.  Fully  struck  with  light,  even  golden-rose  toning 
and  strong  underlying  luster. 

1034  PCGS  1890  MS  63.  Minimally  abraded  for  the  grade  with  light 
reddish  color  and  a  thin  grease  stain  in  the  left  obverse  field. 

1035  PCGS  1859  PR  61.  A  much  scarcer  date  in  proof  than  one  would 
expect  from  the  original  mintage  of  800  pieces,  as  many  were  melted 
at  year’s  end  or  spent.  This  and  the  1858  are  the  only  two  dates  one 
can  usually  locate  of  the  Stars  design  in  proof.  The  deep  mirrors  on 
this  coin  are  barely  affected  by  the  light  hairlining.  There  is  a 
noticeable  contrast  between  the  fields  and  devices  and  just  a  trace 
of  light  violet  patina. 


PCGS  1859  Transitional  Dime  PR  64 


1036  PCGS  1859  Transitional  Dime  PR  64.  The  With  Stars  half  dimes 
and  dimes  both  shared  a  common  striking  problem--through  die 
opposition  the  stars  around  the  edge  of  the  obverse  created  a  weak 
area  in  the  design.  Mint  officials  sought  to  solve  this  problem  by 
having  James  Longacre  redesign  both  the  obverse  and  reverse.  Lon- 
gacre  substituted  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  for  the  stars  on 
the  obverse,  and  a  completely  different  wreath  was  adopted  (one 
supposedly  suggested  by  Harold  Newlin).  The  resulting  design 
change  did  little  to  improve  the  striking  quality  of  either  denomina¬ 
tion,  but  it  did  provide  Mint  Director  Snowden  with  another  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  create  a  hybrid  coin  that  he  could  use  as  trading  material 
with  local  Philadelphia  collectors  in  order  to  enhance  the  Mint's 
collection  of  U.S.  coins.  By  pairing  the  old  Stars  obverse  with  the 
Newlin  reverse  it  was  possible  to  create  a  coin  lacking  a  country 
designation,  in  effect  "a  coin  without  a  country." 

Snowden  produced  approximately  100  of  the  half  dimes  (all 
business  strikes),  but  only  a  dozen  or  so  of  the  dimes  were  struck  (all 
proofs).  The  coin  shows  little  color  in  the  centers  hut  displays  russet 
and  blue  toning  around  the  edges  and  devices,  and  there  are  a  few 
light,  stray  hairlines  that  are  unnoticeable  without  a  glass.  The  coin 
may  be  identified  in  the  future  by  the  presence  of  a  lint  mark  just 
above  the  E  in  ONE  in  the  shape  of  a  question  mark.  This  is  a  rare 
opportunity  to  acquire  one  of  the  most  interesting  and  highly  cov¬ 
eted  of  all  1 9th  century  ten-cent  pieces. 


1037  PCGS  1877  PR  62.  The  obverse  is  fairly  subdued  and  untoned  while 
a  light  peripheral  toning  outlines  the  reverse. 

1038  PCGS  1877  PR  64.  Deep  iridescent  toning  that  deepens  to  a  gold¬ 
en-russet  at  the  edges.

1041  PCGS  1896-S  MS  65.  Undoubtedly  one  of  the  finest  known  exam¬ 
ples  of  this  scarce  date.  A  total  of  five  coins  have  been  graded  MS-65 
by  both  of  the  major  grading  services,  with  only  one  piece  having 
been  graded  higher  (a  66  by  PCGS).  Although  this  coin  is  as 
attractive  and  well  struck  as  most  examples  are  of  this  issue,  it  is 
somewhat  atypical  as  it  lacks  the  often  found  semi-prooflike  fields 
and  die  striae.  The  surfaces  are  impeccable  and  toned  a  muted 
blue-gray,  lavender,  and  golden-rose.  When  inspected  closely,  one 
can  make  out  tiny  patches  of  original  brilliance  in  the  fields.  This 
coin  appears  to  be  an  unlisted  variety.  The  mintmark  is  plainly 
repunched  with  the  original  punch  to  the  left.  Also,  most  of  the 
design  details  on  the  reverse  appear  to  be  doubled. 


1042  PCGS  1902-0  MS  63.  Fully  struck  with  light  gray-russet  toning  and 
satiny  luster. 

1043  ANACS  1903-0  MS  62.  Specks  of  pale  violet  toning  about  the 
peripheries.

1048  PCGS  1942/1  AU  50.  A  nice,  high  grade,  circulated  example  of  this 
rare  overdate.  Light  in  color  with  a  few  surface  marks  on  each  side, 
none  of  which  are  especially  noticeable  without  a  glass. 

1049  PCGS  1945-S  Micro  S  MS  66.  For  some  unknown  reason  the 
Micro-S  is  a  rare  variety  in  the  higher  grades  of  mint  state.  Until 
recently  it  was  virtually  unknown  in  gem  condition  with  a  full  strike.

1051  PCGS  1875  MS  66.  Although  the  1875-P  cannot  be  considered  as 
a  rare  date  within  this  short-lived  series,  it  is  certainly  an  unusual 
one  in  high  grade.  The  type  coin  is  usually  considered  the  1875-S  of 
which  there  were  1.1  million  minted.  When  compared  to  that  issue 
the  1875-P  certainly  appears  scarce  with  its  lowly  mintage  of  36,900. 
PCGS  has  only  certified  two  other  coins  in  MS-66  of  this  issue  while 
the  1875-S  has  had  16  pieces  graded. 

The  strike  on  this  coin  is  crisp  and  boldly  brought  up,  even  to  the 
top  of  the  eagle’s  wing.  The  surfaces  overall  have  a  smooth,  satiny 
luster  beneath  the  lovely,  multi-colored,  iridescent  toning.  This  is  a 
rare  opportunity  to  acquire  this  difficult  type  and  date  in  the  ultimate 
grade  (none  are  finer),  (photo)

1052  PCGS  1875-S  MS  64.  A  lovely  and  original  coin  that  is  fully  struck 
with  strong,  frosty  mint  luster.  The  obverse  is  toned  an  olive-gray 
with  rose  tinted  accents  around  the  edge  while  the  reverse  is  com¬ 
pletely  brilliant.  A  scarce  and  popular  type  coin.

1055  PCGS  1874-S  Arrows  MS  66.  An  outstanding  example  of  this 
short-lived  (two  year)  type.  The  surfaces  are  immaculate  and  the 
luster  is  thick,  frosted,  and  unbroken.  The  strike  is  sharp  throughout 
with  almost  complete  radial  detail  on  the  stars.  The  surfaces  overall 
are  untoned  with  the  original  brilliance  subdued  only  slightly  by  a 
soft  pinkish-red  patina  that  is  vaguely  discernable  on  each  side. 
Apparently  a  roll  or  two  of  1874-S  quarters  were  set  aside  at  the  time 
of  issue  as  it  is  the  only  date  that  is  regularly  available  in  mint  state 
of  this  type.

A  scarce  Civil  War  issue  with  a  low  mintage  of 
only  470  proofs.  This  piece  is  toned  in  rich  shades  of  blue,  violet,  and 
red  over  deep,  flashy  fields.

Sharply  struck  with  over  half  the  head 
detail  complete.  While  the  depth  and  configuration  of  the  color  may 
not  appeal  to  everyone,  the  unquestioned  originality  of  this  coin 
should  appeal  greatly  to  numismatists  who  value  surface  preservation 
over  mere  prettiness.

Sharply  struck 
around  the  edges  with  well  detailed  stars,  the  centers  show  slight 
softness.  Clean  and  lustrous  with  untoned  centers,  while  the  edges 
display  a  variegated  violet  and  russet  toning. 

1088  PCGS  1829  MS  62.  0-117,  R.l.  Lightly  toned  with  superb  luster. 

1089  PCGS  1832  AU  58. 0-121,  R.3.  Lightly  toned  with  almost  complete 
luster.

1253  PCGS  191 5-S  Panama-Pacific  50  Dollar  Octagonal  MS  63.  The 

Panama-Pacific  octagonal  is  easily  one  of  the  most  desirable  of  all 
U.S.  coins.  It  was  highly  coveted  even  in  the  year  of  issue— more  were 
sold  to  the  public  than  the  Round  fifties,  apparently  because  of  the 
novelty  of  their  octagonal  shape.  This  coin  is  an  especially  good  value 
because  it  appears  to  the  unaided  eye  to  be  so  much  finer  than  the 
stated  grade.  There  are  no  obvious  marks  on  either  side.  It  is  only 
when  a  glass  is  applied  that  one  notices  several  tiny  marks  and  a  few 
grease  stains  that  were  picked  up  from  the  dies  and  struck  into  the 
surface  of  the  coin.  From  the  mintage  of  645  coins  there  have  only 
been  36  pieces  that  have  been  graded  MS-63,  and  only  seven  are 
finer,  (photo)

Its  mintage  of  6,200  coins  should  indicate  that 
more  pieces  exist  that  actually  do,  but  one  author  has  estimated  that 
no  more  than  50  business  strikes  exist  in  all  grades.  It  is  virtually 
unknown  in  mint  condition,  an  AU  being  the  best  coin  one  usually 
encounters.  Unlike  many  1863  dollars,  this  piece  is  fully  detailed  and 
shows  no  evidence  of  die  striations  in  the  fields.  The  surfaces  overall 
are  clean  for  a  circulated  coin,  the  only  detraction  being  a  plans  het 
flaw  in  the  field  between  the  1  and  the  first  L  in  DOLLAR  on  the 
reverse.

It  has  been  speculated  that  the  1876  had  a 
"high"  proof  mintage  of  45  pieces  in  anticipation  of  a  number  of 
people  who  might  be  seeking  Centennial  souvenirs.  Of  this  "high" 
mintage  perhaps  as  many  as  22  still  survive  in  all  grades,  many  of 
which  show  signs  of  having  been  none  too  carefully  preserved.  No 
gems  have  been  graded  by  PCGS,  with  four  Proof-64s  certified.  This 
piece  was  very  well  preserved  with  deep  orange-gold  color  and 
glittering,  reflective  fields  and  mildly  cameoed  devices. 


1 258  NGC  1 886  PR  63.  A  glittering  proof  that  is  just  a  few  small  contact 
marks  from  a  higher  grade.  One  of  the  more  available  dates  as  a  proof, 
yet  only  the  fourth  piece  to  have  been  so  graded. 


1259  NGC  1825  MS  64.  A  very  rare  and  very  valuable  early  gold  type 
coin.  While  the  1825  may  not  be  one  of  the  rarest  dates  in  the  series, 
it  is  nevertheless  a  member  of  what  is  perhaps  the  second  rarest  series 
of  United  States  coins:  the  Capped  Bust  quarter  eagles  (the  rarest 
series  being  this  type’s  counterpart  among  half  eagles).  It  has  been 
estimated  that  no  more  than  90  pieces  exist  in  all  grades. 

This  coin  has  bright,  semi-prooflike  fields  as  are  often  found  on 
this  date  (or  on  virtually  any  coin  with  a  mintage  as  low  as  4,434 
pieces).  The  strike  is  unusually  bold,  showing  none  of  the  usual 
weakness  on  the  hair  curls.  The  reverse  shows  just  a  touch  of  softness 
on  the  feathers  left  of  the  shield.  The  fields  have  a  few  trivial 
abrasions,  but  do  not  materially  affect  the  overall  beauty  and  appeal 
of  the  coin.  This  coin  is  certainly  one  of  the  finest  pieces  known  of 
the  date.  It  is  the  only  MS-64  NGC  has  graded.  PCGS  has  also  graded 
only  one,  and  only  one  piece  is  finer  as  graded  by  either  service, 
(photo) 


1260  PCGS  1839-0  EF  40.  One  of  the  scarcer,  and  certainly  one  of  the 
more  popular,  Classic  quarter  eagles.  The  1839-0  is  the  first  issue  of 
the  denomination  to  be  struck  in  the  New  Orleans  mint,  and  its 
obverse  mintmark  is  of  lasting  interest  to  collectors.  This  piece  is  well 
struck  throughout,  lacking  the  often  found  weakness  on  the  reverse 
shield.  The  surfaces  show  numerous  light  abrasions,  but  these  are 
certainly  consistent  with  the  grade.

1261  PCGS  1862  MS  60.  A  surprisingly  scarce  date  even  though  the 
original  mintage  was  a  healthy  98,508.  Apparently  the  vast  majority 
were  either  heavily  circulated  or  melted.  As  a  result,  very  few 
uncirculated  coins  exist  in  any  condition.  Only  two  pieces  have  been 
graded  MS-60  with  three  coins  finer,  but  none  are  better  than 
MS-63.  This  piece  is  sharply  struck  with  bright  semi-prooflike  fields. 
There  are  a  few  small  marks  on  each  side,  but  the  strike  and  luster 
make  the  coin  appear  finer  than  the  stated  grade.  Tied  with  several 
other  coins  for  sixth  place  in  the  condition  census  for  the  date. 

1262  PCGS  1886  EF  45.  An  lightly  worn  example  of  this  low  mintage 
issue.  Considerable  reddish-olive  patina  on  each  side. 

1263  PCGS  1888  MS  63.  A  scarce,  later  date  with  an  original  mintage  of 
only  16,000  pieces.  There  have  only  been  13  pieces  of  this  date 
graded  by  PCGS  in  MS  63.  Superb  luster  with  reddish-orange  color. 
A  bit  of  central  striking  weakness  is  noted  on  each  side. 

1264  PCGS  1904  MS  61.  Bright  surfaces  with  strong  prooflike  fields. 

1265  PCGS  1905  MS  65.  A  lovely  gem  type  coin  with  undisturbed  satiny 
luster  that  has  a  light  reddish  caste.  Fully  struck.

1266  PCGS  1906  MS  66.  A  superb  type  coin  with  thick,  satiny  luster. 
The  fields  are  free  from  abrasions,  and  the  coin  has  a  pleasing 
yellow-gold  color.  One  of  only  24  coins  of  this  date  to  have  been  so 
graded.

Even  the  mintmark 
is  sharp  and  clear.  To  buy  this  coin  one  may  have  to  pay  more  than 
would  be  expected  for  an  average  MS-60  of  this  rare,  key  date.

1271  PCGS  1925-D  MS  63.  Frosty  surfaces  with  contrasting  areas  of  pale 
and  deeper  golden  color.

1 273  PCGS  1926  MS  62.  Easily  finer  save  for  a  bothersome  pin  scratch  in 
the  left  obverse  field. 

1274  PCGS  1928  MS  61.  Well  struck  with  only  a  few  stray  marks  in  the 
fields. 

1275  PCGS  1929  MS  63.  Outstanding  reddish-gold  luster.

1277  NGC  1877  PR  65  Cameo.  A  legendary  rarity  among  three-dollar  gold  pieces, 
the  1877  proof  mintage  was  a  mere  20  pieces.  Apparently  only  1 1  separate  pieces 
still  exist,  four  of  which  are  impaired  in  one  way  or  another.  This  and  another 
coin,  both  graded  Proof-65,  are  presently  considered  tied  for  finest  known.  It  is 
a  magnificent  coin  with  black,  bottomless  fields  and  heavily  frosted  devices. 
There  are  no  noticeable  abrasions  or  planchet  flaws  that  would  help  trace  the 
pedigree  of  this  superb  coin.  The  1877  is  rarer  than  both  the  1875  and  1876 
issues,  both  dates  which  have  commanded  tremendous  respect  from  the  wider 
numismatic  community,  rather  than  just  among  specialists  in  threes,  (photo)

1278  PCGS  1812  MS  64.  Final  year  of  the  type  and  one  of  the  more 
available  dates  in  grades  up  to  and  including  MS-63.  However,  in 
MS-64  there  has  only  been  one  other  coin  so  graded.  An  incredibly 
lovely  specimen  with  thick  mint  frost  that  is  only  broken  in  a  few 
scattered  places,  and  essentially  looks  today  like  it  did  when  the  War 
of  1812  broke  out.

1280  NGC  1834  Capped  Head  MS  63.  Plain  4.  While  as  a  type  the  Capped  Head 
half  eagles  are  probably  the  rarest  of  all  U.S.  coin  series,  the  1834  as  a  date,  is 
the  most  readily  available  of  the  later  date  small  size  coins  ( 1 829-34).  That  still 
makes  the  1834  a  rare  coin  by  any  measure.  Akers  only  recorded  nine  appear¬ 
ances  in  the  auctions  he  surveyed  between  1944  and  1976.  The  coin  is  very  well 
struck  with  only  a  few  stars  showing  incomplete  radial  lines.  A  flashy,  semi¬ 
prooflike  piece  with  two  small  copper  stains  that  should  help  trace  this  coin’s 
pedigree:  one  to  the  left  of  the  first  star,  the  other  between  the  eleventh  and 
twelfth  stars.  Only  the  second  coin  to  have  been  so  graded  by  NGC  and  so  far 
none  have  been  graded  finer,  (photo)

All  the  gold  coins  of  that  year  show 
a  distinctive  deep  olive  caste,  quite  unlike  that  found  on  any  other 
year.  This  piece  is  especially  choice.  The  surfaces  do  not  show  any 
shiny  spots,  and  are  kept  from  the  gem  category  only  by  the  presence 
of  a  couple  of  trivial  luster  breaks  extending  from  the  chin  into  the 
field  below.  This  is  only  the  seventh  Proof-64  graded  by  PCGS,  and 
out  of  the  original  mintage  of  167  pieces  only  23  have  been  certified

The  original 
mintage  was  a  mere  3,757  pieces  and  few  coins  have  survived.  Of 
approximately  the  same  rarity  as  the  1 796,  and  a  little  less  rare  than 
the  1 798/7  9x4  Stars.

The  1851-0  eagle  is 
reasonably  scarce  in  VF  and  EF  grades,  becoming  excessively  so  in 
AU  and  higher  condition.

One  might 
have  to  wait  quite  a  while  to  better  this  borderline  AU  1851-0. 

1291  PCGS  1868  EF  45.  A  very  scarce  No  Motto  ten  with  an  original 
mintage  of  10,655  pieces.  Of  that  number  apparently  none  were 
saved  in  mint  condition.  Neither  of  the  major  services  have  graded 
a  coin  in  mint  state  and  Akers  says  that  he  has  "not  personally  seen 
or  heard  of  an  uncirculated  piece."  This  coin  is  surprisingly  well 
detailed  and  generally  light  in  color  with  a  few  minor  marks  on  each 
side.  It  is  probably  tied  with  several  other  pieces  in  the  mid  to  lower 
range  of  condition  census  for  the  date. 

1292  PCGS  1881-CC  EF  40.  Light  in  color  with  minimal  abrasions  and 
not  quite  fully  detailed.  Retaining  considerable  luster,  especially  on 
the  reverse.  A  rare  date  among  CC  tens  and  generally  not  found  any 
finer  than  the  present  coin. 

1293  PCGS  1891-CC  AU  53.  Lustrous  and  sharply  struck  with  pinkish- 
gold  color,  and  numerous  light  abrasions  on  each  side. 

1294  PCGS  1892-S  MS  60.  Lustrous  and  well  struck.  Scarcer  date  in  mint 
state. 

1295  PCGS  1894-0  AU  55.  Deep  reddish  color  on  each  side  with  strong 
underlying  luster. 

1296  PCGS  1898  MS  60.  Sharply  struck  with  complete  luster. 

1297  PCGS  1899-0  MS  61.  Brightly  lustrous.  The  low-mintage  ’99-0 
eagle  is  very  scarce  in  all  mint  state  grades.  As  of  December,  1990, 
PCGS  has  graded  only  six  specimens  MS-61  and  just  four  pieces 
higher. 

1298  NGC  1901  MS  62.  Fully  struck  with  reddish-golden  luster.

1 305  PCGS  1861  AU  55.  Boldly  struck  with  almost  complete  luster.  The 
surfaces  show  very  few  contact  marks  and  the  evidence  of  handling 
or  circulation  is  slight. 

1306  PCGS  1863-S  MS  63.  Among  19th  century  gold  type  coins,  Type 
One  twenties  are  certainly  one  of  the  rarest  in  mint  condition.  This 
is  an  especially  choice  piece  whose  surfaces  are  smooth  and  satiny 
and  show  very  few  contact  marks.  The  only  noticeable  abrasion 
being  a  long,  thin  one  that  arcs  from  star  four  into  the  field  directly 
in  front  of  the  hair.  The  color  is  a  pleasing  reddish-orange  and  the 
strike  is  sharp  overall  with  only  small  areas  of  localized  weakness. 
This  is  the  only  MS-63  PCGS  has  graded,  and  they  have  certified 
none  finer. 

1307  PCGS  1870-S  AU  53.  A  very  scarce  S-mint  twenty  that  i  s  generally 
well  struck  with  good  remaining  luster.

1308  PCGS  1871-CC  AU  50.  One  of  the  most  attractive  circulated  CC 
twenties  we  have  seen  recently.  Very  sharply  detailed  with  semi¬ 
prooflike  fields  on  the  obverse,  while  the  reverse  is  fully  lustrous.  In 
addition  to  being  an  attractive  coin  regardless  of  issue,  the  1871  -CU 
is  very  rare  and  is  generally  not  found  better  than  a  well  worn  Fine 
or  Very  Fine.  In  Akers’  auction  survey  done  ten  years  ago  he  stated 
that  he  had  never  seen  an  1871-CC  that  he  would  call  AU.  His 
survey  did  not  record  the  appearance  of  any  mint  state  coins  in 
auction,  and  none  have  been  graded  by  either  of  the  two  major 
grading  services.  This  piece  may  be  the  finest  known,  it  is  certainly 
in  the  upper  half  of  the  condition  census.  A  major  opportunity  for 
the  gold  collector  or  Carson  City  specialist. 


1309  PCGS  1873-S  AU  55.  Sharply  struck  with  bright,  lustrous  surfaces 

1310  PCGS  1873-S  AU  55.  A  difficult  issue  to  locate  above  EF  and 
actually  quite  scarce  approaching  uncirculated  condition  Nearly 
complete  mint  luster,  with  a  few  small  handling  marks  on  either  side 

1311  PCGS  1874-S/S  EF  45.  A  relatively  common  issue  among  Type  Two 
twenties,  but  seen  here  with  a  rarely  found  double  mintmark.  The 
first  S  was  punched  in  too  low,  then  corrected.  Breen-7251 ,  where  it 
is  noted  as  "Rare.'1  Apparently  first  discovered  in  the  mid-1950s 
(presumably  by  Walter)  and  first  appearing  in  New  Netherlands  49rh 
Sale,  lot  127. 

1312  PCGS  1875-CC  AU  50.  An  affordable  Type  Two  CC  twenty  with 
bright  pinkish  luster  in  the  protected  areas. 

1313  PCGS  1875-CC  AU  50.  An  original  coin  with  much  better  luster 
than  one  might  expect  for  an  AU. 

1314  PCGS  1884-CC  AU  55.  Sharply  struck  with  light  color  and  excel¬ 
lent  remaining  luster. 


1315  PCGS  1893-CC  MS  60.  A  wholly  original  example  with  mottled 
shades  of  coppery-gold  and  steel-violet  in  the  more  protected  areas. 
Popular  as  the  final  year  of  Carson  City  gold  (or  silver)  production 
and  a  scarce  coin  in  MS-63  or  higher  condition. 


1316  PCGS  1900  MS  63.  Gorgeous  orange-gold  coloration  across  the  right 
portion  of  the  obverse  and  the  entire  reverse. 

1317  PCGS  1904  MS  64.  Minimally  abraded;  the  reverse  is  of  full  gem 
quality. 

1318  NGC  1906-D  MS  60.  A  scarcer  date  with  deep  orange  and  pinkish 
luster.

1319  PCGS  1877  PR  64.  Formerly  a  part  of  the  legendary  Garrett  collection  where 
it  was  cataloged  and  sold  in  March,  1980  (lot  795)  as,  "Under  a  glass  a  few  trivial 
marks  are  visible,  hut  the  piece  remains  one  of  the  finest  known  examples  of 
this  exceedingly  elusive  issue.  Twenty  pieces  were  reported  to  have  been  issued. 
Walter  Breen  was  able  to  trace  only  two  auction  records,  and  one  of  these  was 
an  impaired  coin.  The  phrase  "once  in  a  lifetime  opportunity"  comes  to  mind, 
but  whether  it  is  relevant  in  this  instance  only  time  will  tell.  Certainly  it  is  true 
that  this  is  one  of  American  numismatics’  greatest  proof  gold  rarities,  and  the 
possessor  of  it  will  have  a  piece  which  nearly  all  other  cabinets  lack.  Provenance 
is  not  known;  probably  obtained  by  T.  Harrison  Garrett  near  the  time  of  issue, 
possibly  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint." 

Indeed  the  surfaces  of  this  extraordinary  coin  are  very  choice  overall  with 
strong  eye  appeal,  and  more  than  ten  years  later  little  can  be  added  to  the 
description  in  the  Garrett  catalog.  No  other  proof  1877s  have  been  auctioned 
since  1983.  According  to  the  most  recent  population  figures  from  both  PCGS 
and  NGC,  PCGS  has  only  graded  one  other  Proof-64  (a  resubmission  of  this 
coin?),  and  one  Proof-63.  NGC  has  not  graded  any  proofs.  Verification  of  this 
as  the  Garrett  coin  can  be  made  by  examining  the  reverse  rim.  There  is  a  tiny 
planchet  flake  out  of  the  denticle  just  below  the  lower  left  serif  of  the  E  in 
TWENTY.  This  shows  up  as  a  shiny  area  on  the  denticle  and  in  the  color  photo 
in  the  Garrett  catalog.  Additionally,  there  is  a  planchet  irregularity  on  one 
denticle  and  on  into  the  rim  below  the  N  and  T  of  TWENTY.  A  coin  of  the

Deep,  watery  reflectivity  with  an  appealing 
orange-gold  coloration.  Numerous  light  hairlines  are  confined 
mainly  to  the  obverse  surface.  The  1862  is  one  of  the  most  coveted 
of  all  Liberty  double  eagle  dates.  Business  strikes  have  a  miniscule 
mintage  of  630  pieces,  with  perhaps  even  fewer  surviving  today  than 
proofs  (59  struck).

1386  PCGS  1849  Mormon  Five  Dollar  EF  45.  The  Mormon  mint  in  Salt 
Lake  City  was  founded  as  a  public  convenience,  and  although  the 
coins  stated  they  were  struck  in  pure  gold  various  assays  conducted 
in  the  early  1850s  showed  that  the  four  denominations  were  all  of 
improper  purity,  being  an  average  of  .866  fine  vs.  .900  fine  for  U.S. 
coins.  Also,  the  coins  were  underweight  by  approximately  20  per¬ 
cent.  Although  the  pieces  were  called  a  fraud  at  the  time,  it  may  have 
been  unintentional.  The  forge,  dies,  and  tools  used  to  strike  the  coins 
were  all  of  local  Mormon  manufacture,  and  may  have  been  imprecise. 
Parting  acids  were  also  very  scarce  in  the  western  U.S.  at  that  time, 
and  the  Mormons  did  not  include  in  their  numbers  a  skilled  assayer. 
However,  the  coins  still  served  as  currency  and  were  widely  used 
where  needed.  Most  are  heavily  circulated.  This  piece  is  evenly  worn, 
but  all  design  details  are  sharp  on  each  side.  The  surfaces  are  a 
medium  orange-gold  and  show  no  obvious  or  detracting  marks.

1388  PCGS  1827  Quarter  Dollar,  Judd-48,  R.7,  PR  64  Red  and  Brown. 

Struck  in  copper  with  reeded  edge,  this  coin  was  probably  made  at 
the  same  time  as  the  silver  restrikes,  probably  around  1858.  The 
reverse  is  from  the  B-2  die  of  1819  with  a  flat  base  2.  Both  sides  show 
obvious  signs  of  die  rust:  numerous  islands,  small  raised  bumps  of 
metal,  transferred  from  the  die  (where  incuse)  to  the  coin  (now  in 
relief). 

Of  the  greatest  rarity  with  an  estimated  number  of  copper  strik- 
ings  somewhere  in  the  range  of  five  or  six  pieces,  making  the  copper 
pieces  twice  as  rare  as  either  of  the  silver  varieties.  Although  listed 
as  die  trial  pieces,  the  copper  coins  were  probably  never  intended  as 
patterns.  Rather  they  were  produced  either  under  Mint  Director 
Snowden’s  direction  or  under  the  unofficial  direction  of  Theodore 
Eckfeldt,  Adam  Eckfeldt’s  grandson,  as  pieces  to  satisfy  the  whims  of 
certain  influential  collectors  in  the  Philadelphia  area,  much  the  same 
as  the  Class  II  and  Class  ill  1804  silver  dollars. 

This  piece  is  well  struck  with  steely-blue  fields  and  considerable 
bright  red-orange  luster  around  the  devices.  This  piece  was  first 
auctioned  in  1890  as  part  of  the  great  Parmelee  Collection.  Many  of 
Lorin  Parmelee’s  coins  were  "bought  in"  at  the  time  of  the  auction 
and  were  subsequently  sold  off  over  the  next  several  years.  Virgil 
Brand  purchased  this  coin  for  $50  on  September  9,  1899  and  it  was 
entered  as  inventory  number  20,762.  This  is  a  very  rare  opportunity 
to  acquire  the  scarcest  of  all  the  1827  quarters,  and  the  one  copper 
coin  whose  pedigree  is  the  longest  and  most  illustrious.  Once  this 
piece  is  sold  another  may  not  be  offered  this  century,  (photo)

design  for  a  half  dollar  with  a  flying  eagle  reverse.  Struck  in  silver 
with  reeded  edge.  A  restrike  from  1858-60.  The  reverse  is  lightly 
cracked  (but  far  less  so  than  usual)  and  has  a  medallic  turn  from  the 
obverse.  Clean  and  reflective  with  smokey-violet  toning  in  the 
centers  and  rich  royal  blue  at  the  edges. 


1390  PCGS  1838  Half  Dollar  Judd-80  Restrike,  R.8.  PR  63.  Seated 
Liberty  obverse  with  a  defiant  eagle  on  the  reverse.  Struck  in  silver 
with  reeded  edge.  Listed  as  a  restrike,  but  it  is  most  likely  that  no 
originals  exist.  All  restrikes  are  soft  in  the  center,  and  we  might 
speculate  that  the  originals  were  soft  also  because  of  the  die  opposi¬ 
tion  between  the  figure  of  Liberty  and  the  breast  of  the  eagle.  Russet, 
blue,  and  rose  toning. 


1391  PCGS  1854  Cent,  Judd- 160,  R.4,  PR  08.  A  well  worn,  yet  problem- 
free  example  of  the  "Peale"  cent,  struck  in  copper  with  plain  edge. 
The  obverse  featues  a  braided  hair  Liberty  without  stars.  The  reverse, 
designed  by  Franklin  Peale,  shows  the  denomination  inside  a  small 
laurel  wreath. 


1392  PCGS  1871  Quarter  Judd- 1  101 ,  R.7  PR  65.  Quarter  dollar  pat¬ 
tern  struck  in  aluminum  with  reeded  edge.  The  Longacre  seated 
design  with  left  hand  resting  on  a  globe  and  the  conjoined  flags  of 
the  Union  and  Confederacy  behind.  The  surfaces  are  brilliant  with 
no  signs  of  oxidation.  The  fields  show  light  die  polishing  marks  (not 
hairlines)  that  have  imparted  a  bright,  mirrorlike  flash  to  the  fields. 


PCGS  1863  Cent,  Judd-304 


1393  PCGS  1863  Cent,  Judd- 304,  R.8,  PR  64.  The  excessively  rare 
(reportedly  two  known,  only  one  graded  by  PCGS)  aluminum  ver¬ 
sion  of  the  regular  dies  Indian  cent  design,  With  L  on  the  ribbon  as 
used  in  1864-  The  surfaces  are  bright  and  corrosion-free,  exhibiting 
only  a  trivial  stain  on  the  Indian’s  jaw.  A  very  important  pattern, 
desirable  because  of  its  metal,  design  and  extreme  rarity. 


1394  PCGS  1863  Two-Cent,  Judd-312,  R.4,  PR  62  Brown.  A  two-cent 
pattern  struck  in  bronze  with  plain  edge.  Differing  from  the  adopted 
design  with  the  motto  GOD  OUR  TRUST  on  the  scroll,  the  reverse 
wreath  is  somewhat  different,  and  CENTS  is  sharply  curved.  Dark, 
even,  brown  color  with  faint  blue  color  around  the  devices. 

1395  PCGS  1866  Five-Cents,  Judd-461,  R.6,  PR  64.  Another  popular 
Washington  pattern,  struck  in  nickel,  with  a  laurel  wreath  reverse 
and  motto  above.  Nicely  preserved,  showing  only  a  couple  of  carbon 
flecks  on  either  side  and  a  wispy  hairline  or  two  in  the  field  to  the 
right  of  G.W.  One  of  just  five  pieces  graded  as  such  by  PCGS,  as  of 
December,  1990. 


1396  PCGS  1869  Cent,  Judd-671,  R.7,  PR  64.  A  sparkling  aluminum 
Indian  cent,  with  outstanding  contrast  and  no  trace  of  corrosion.  In 
fact,  were  it  not  for  a  couple  of  short  hairline  scratches  on  the 
obverse,  this  eye-appealing  pattern  would  look  as  though  it  was 
struck  last  week  instead  of  last  century.  As  of  January,  1991,  this  is 
the  only  J-671  certified  by  PCGS  in  any  grade! 


1397  PCGS  1859  Gold  Dollar  Judd-256,  R.7  PR  64  Brown.  Paquet’s 
design  for  the  gold  dollar.  Struck  in  copper  with  reeded  edge.  Differ¬ 
ing  only  slightly  from  the  adopted  design:  the  letters  in  the  legend 
are  larger  and  the  head  is  set  lower  in  the  field.  Even,  medium  brown 
color.  An  attractive  addition  to  a  gold  dollar  collection  or  a  collec¬ 
tion  of  gold  patterns.

1399  PCGS  1879  Dollar,  Judd-1615,  R.7,  PR  66.  A  combination  of  the 
regular  dies  Morgan  dollar  obverse  and  an  otherwise  unused  William 
Barber  design  on  the  reverse  featuring  an  eagle  with  raised  wings 
holding  an  olive  branch  in  the  right  talon  and  three  arrows  in  the 
left.  A  lovely  reddish-gold  and  iridescent-blue  toning  gravitates  to 
the  edges  of  this  beautifully  preserved  specimen.  Of  the  two  J-161 5s 
graded  by  PCGS  as  of  January,  1991,  oddly  enough  this  is  the  lesser 
graded  of  the  two  (the  other  a  PR-67). 


1400  PCGS  1881  Five-Cent,  Judd-1671,  R.6,  PR  30.  A  Liberty  nickel 
pattern,  struck  in  nickel  with  plain  edge.  The  central  design  of 
Liberty  is  the  same  as  on  the  adopted  coin,  but  the  lettering  on  the 
obverse  is  different.  On  the  reverse  the  V  is  much  larger  and  the 
wreath  is  considerably  different  than  on  the  1883-1912  design. 
Apparently  though,  enough  people  thought  it  was  similar  to  put  30 
points  of  circulation  on  it.  Steeley-gray  color  with  deep  olive  and 
rose  patina  on  each  side. 

1401  PCGS  1863  Two-Cents,  Judd-305,  R.4,  PR  64  Red  and  Brown. 

The  obverse  of  this  popular  copper  pattern  features  the  bust  of 
Washington  and  the  motto  GOD  AND  OUR  COUNTRY  about  the 
border.  The  denomination  (with  curved  CENTS)  is  in  a  wreath  of 
eight  heads  of  wheat  secured  with  a  plain  band.  Traces  of  faded  red 
are  found  about  the  date  and  across  the  top  portion  of  the  reverse. 
One  of  just  four  pieces  so  graded  by  PCGS,  as  of  December,  1990. 

1402  PCGS  1868  Three-Cents,  Judd-616,  R.7,  PR  63  Red  and  Brown  A 
copper  pattern,  with  regular  dies  (three-cent  nickel)  obverse  and  the 
numeral  III  surrounded  by  a  wreath  of  cotton,  corn  and  tobacco  on 
the  reverse.  One  of  just  two  "RB"  specimens  o(  all  grades  yet  certified 
by  PCGS.

Gem  Amazonian  Dollar  in  Copper 


1403  PCGS  1872  Dollar  Judd- 1 206,  R.8  PR  65  Red  and  Brown.  Seated 
dollar  design  struck  in  copper  with  reeded  edge.  Unquestionably  the 
most  famous  and  desirable  of  all  pattern  designs--William  Barber’s 
Amazonian  design.  This  inspired  motif  features  Liberty  with  her  left 
arm  resting  on  a  tall  shield  with  a  broad  sword  in  hand.  Her  hand  is 
just  above  the  head  of  a  defiant  eagle  whose  wings  are  outspread.  The 
reverse  shows  a  mirrored  image  of  this  same  eagle  with  a  shield  to  the 
right  side.  Liberty’s  left  breast  is  uncovered,  suggestive  of  the  Ama¬ 
zons,  a  legendary  tribe  of  ancient  women  warriors  who  were  so 
dedicated  to  perfecting  their  archery  that  they  cut  off  their  left  breast 
so  it  would  not  interfere  with  their  bow  string.  Undoubtedly  the  most 
militaristic  of  all  U.S.  coin  designs,  but  not  out  of  step  with  U.S. 
foreign  policy  in  the  late  19th  century.  The  obverse  is  mostly  red  and 
has  one  spot.  The  reverse  has  a  slightly  subdued  color  also,  and  both 
sides  have  an  occasional  patch  of  oil  slick  iridescence  in  the  fields. 
Surely  the  finest  example  known  of  this  rare  pattern,  (photo) 


PCGS  1879  Half  Dollar  Judd- 1598 


1404  PCGS  1879  Half  Dollar  Judd- 1 598,  R.7  PR  65  Red  and  Brown. 

Barber’s  "Washlady"  design,  struck  in  copper  with  reeded  edge.  The 
"Washlady"  is  one  of  the  most  famous  of  all  pattern  designs.  David 
Proskey  said  her  enormous  head  of  hair  was  "held  together  with 
nothing  visible."  Approximately  60-70%  of  the  surfaces  are  red  still 
with  a  slight  mellowing  elsewhere.  Both  sides  have  a  faint  underlying 
iridescence.  Undoubtedly  one  of  the  finest  known  examples  of  this 
famous  and  popular  design. 


NGC  1879  Dollar  Judd- 1626 


1405  NGC  1879  Dollar  Judd- 1626,  R.6  PR  66.  William  Barber’s  design 
for  the  Goloid  Metric  dollar.  Struck  in  goloid  with  reeded  edge.  This 
design  features  the  head  of  Liberty  wearing  a  cap  and  surrounded  by 
a  wide  band  upon  which  is  inscribed  LIBERTY.  The  reverse  carries 
the  weight  and  content  of  the  coin.  Brilliant  with  a  hint  of  milkiness 
on  the  reverse.  An  essentially  flawless  coin  with  exceptional  flash,

Within  the 
Sestertii  section  you  will  fitul  Livia,  Drusus,  Vitellius,  Hadrian, 
Trajan,  Antonius  Pius,  Lucillia,  etc.  All  are  collected  in  quality 
grades  with  lovely  patinas.  This  is  truly  an  excellent  opportunity 
for  the  advanced  Roman  collector. 

As  you  browse  through  the  following  section  you  will  take  note 
of  a  good  group  of  Silver  Denarii  from  the  Roman  Republic  series  - 
starting  with  a  Romano- Campania  Didrachm,  Sydenham  No.  1, 
the  earliest  struck  Roman  coin.  There  are  many  diverse  types 
represented  in  this  interesting  series.  An  Alexandria  T etradrachm 
group  of  64  all  different  coins  has  been  left  as  one  lot  (lot  1662)  and 
contains  several  pieces  noted  as  rare  by  Curtis,  they  are  all  very 
well  attributed  and  thoroughly  documented  examples.  The  later 
Empire  is  represented  by  some  large-quantity  lots  from  a  European 
hoard  find,  at  one  time  in  a  museum  collection,  you  will  find  several 
useful  lots  in  this  section.
